J usf over 120,000 Jerusale- 
mites have the right to vote on 
Tuesday in the battle for con- 
trol of the Histadrut and the Jeru- 
salem Workers Council. 

1 Incumbent Workers Council 
[Head Shimon Tzurieii of Labor is 
involved in a double-edged fight to 
keep his post against Likud’s Chi- 
co 1 Cohen and New. Life’s Danny 
Beh-Shetreet. • . 

. Shimon Tzurieii is attempting to 
distance himself as much as possi- 


ble from the Labor Parly’s nation- 
al campaign to re-elect Haim Ha- 
berfeid. MK Avraham Burg is> 
directing campaign publicity under 
the slogan “In Jerusalem it’s a dif- 
ferent story.” Tzurieii lashes out a( 
government policy towards i work- 
ers and attempts to portray himself 
as “the reformer”. His message is 
dear: If you want to change the 
Histadrut at the top by voting for 
Haim Ramon, that’s okay. But 
change has already token place in 
Jerusalem, so leave Tzurieii in 
place. i 

Chico Cohen is once again the 


Likud candidate. The burly head of 
the Bezek Workers Committee be- 
lieves he has a real shot at winning 
the top local job. His campaign 
took a mid-course change. Until 
Ramon entered the race, hjs strate- 
gy was to focus on change in the 
Histadrut Itself. How that Ramon 
has stolen that thunder, Likud seeks 
to focus voter attention on dissatis- 
faction with the party in power. Li- 
kud will appeal to the right of center 
tendencies in the capital to make 
the vote one of no-confidence in 
Rabin’s government. 

Danny Ben-Shetreet is the local 


Ramon appointed New Life candi- 
date. He fights the reformer image 
of Tzurieii by simply ignoring his 
candidacy and instead, attacks 
what he calls “the corruption of 
local Labor party leader) Haim 
bohen and his friends.” His cam- 
paign also tries to pull in Ukud 
voters by claiming that it’s really a 
two-way race between Haberfetd/ 
Ramon, Tzurieli/Ben-Shetreet. 

Ben^Sh etreet’s tactic is actually 
a long shot, since many voters are 
likely to split their votes, opting 
for Ramon and the local party of 
their choice. As in the race for 
mayor and the city council, voters 
are allowed to vote twice, choos- | 
mg the national leadership of the 
Histadrut on one ballot and the 
Jerusalem Workers Council on a 
second ballot. 

When Jerusalemites voted for the 
Workers Council four years ago, 
Tzurieii narrowly edged Cohen 48 
percent to 40 percent. Mapam and 
the Citizens Righto Party split the 
remaining votes with 7 percent and 
5 percent respectively. . , 

Hie currant election is being held 
In .the shadow of strikes and labor 
unrest that is clearly on the minds of 
voters. The election is also taking 
place in th6 wake of the Labor gov- 
ernment’s accord with the PLO, ar- 
guably opposed by a large majority 
of the Jerusalem public, 
Historically, the Histadrut has 
■ always been controlled by the La- 
bor Party, yet Considering the ro- 
. suits in last November’s mayoral 
race which duste'd popular incum- 
bent Mayor Teddy Kollek, it's 
possible the Ukud hasa chance to 
overthrow Labor hegemony at the. 
Histadrut headquarters on Straus

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Mar-Halm’s Next Move 

Councilman and former Deputy 
Mayor Amos Mar-Haim (One Jeru- 
salem) is emerging as the leading 
candidate to take over as Chairman 
of the Board of the Jerusalem De- 
velopment Corporation. 

Reports indicate that Mar-Haim 
is the leading candidate for the job 
by both Mayor Ehud Olmert and 
Finance Minister Avraham Sho- 
hat. Mar-Haim says he is interest- 
ed in the post, but believes other 
candidates may yet emerge. 

Orient House Police Station 

Graduates of the Palestinian po- 
lice course have begun manning a 
public complaints station at the 
Orient House in east Jerusalem. 
Palestinians wishing to report 
crimes in the eastern sections of 
the city are reportedly using the 
facility as an alternative to bring- 
ing complaints to the Jerusalem 
police department. 

A spokesman at the Orient 
House says they have received 
hundreds of public complaints of 
crimes and have managed to deal 
with a large number of them. Most 
of the crimes reportedly involve 
robbery, forgery and break-ins. 

Selling City Property 

Deputy Mayor Shmuel Meir 
(NRP) is preparing a list of city 
properties to be put on sale to 
raise money for the city treasury. 
The treasury is hoping to sell off 
about 30 properties as a method of 
covering much of its NIS 750 mil- 
lion deficit. 

Israel Museum Wins Funding 

The attempt to hold up NIS 2 


million in city funding to the Israel 
Museum for displaying press pho- 
tographs of the intifada has failed. 
Several councilman complained 
the museum was harming the im- 
age of the country and should not 
receive public funds, but a major- 
ity of the council members, includ- 
ing Mayor Olmert, allowed the al- 
location. Councilman Eli Gabbai 
(NRP) and Larissa Girshtein 
(United Jerusalem) tried to hold 
up allocations or reduce a portion 
of the funds. But left-wing opposi- 
tion, Tzomet and several members 
of United Jerusalem opposed what 
some called "attempts to censor a 
cultural exhibition.'' 

Avoiding Shuafai 

. The Security Committee of the 
Neveh Ya’acov local council are 
pressing Egged to re-route buses 
to their neighborhood via Pisgat 
Ze’ev instead of traveling via 
Shuafat. The committee said the 
trip via the Arab village of Shuafat 
endangers neighborhood residents 
and the ride via Pisgat Zc'ev 
would only add about 400 meters 
to the trip. The move by Neveh 
Ya’acpv residents followed ’the 
most recent deadly attack on an 
Egged bus No. 25 and "daily at- 
tacks which are not reported in the 
media.’ 1 Deputy Mayor Shmuel 
Shkedi (NRP), who holds the 
transport portfolio, rejected the 
call from Neveh Ya’acov and said 
“Shuafat is part of Jerusalem. Se- 
curity forces are insuring safety 
along the road, so there is no rea- 
son to change the route.” 

Men Only? 

Egged bus No. 5 is about to go 
into operation, and if the haredira 


have there way jt will serve men 
only. The new line would link sev- 
eral Ultra-Orthodox neighbor- 
hoods in the city. It would begin at 
Malchei Yisrael. via Romema, 
Kiryat Belz, Ezra! Tore, the Bo- 
charim, Geula, Mea She'arim and 
Shmuel Hanavj. An Egged 
spokesman said that "contrary to 
haredi announcements, we have 
no intention of slopping women 
from riding the new bus line. This 
is apparently their way of getting a 
message out on how they view the 
new bus line." 

NIS 150 million 
for Synagogues 

The dly had approved the bud- 
get for the erection of 30 new syna- 
gogues and mikvas in the capital at 
a cost to taxpayers of NIS 130 mil- 
lion. Deputy Mayor Shmuel Meir 
(NRP), who holds the finance 
portfolio, said the allocation is 
necessary because the newer 
neighborhoods in the city arc vir- 
tually devoid of religious facilities. 
“On holidays, many residents of 
the neighborhoods are forced to 
pray in shelters and schools. Nei- 
ther location is suitable and the 
only solution is building syna- 
gogues to accommodate the resi- 
dents. "Meir added that the scarci- 
ty of mikvas forces many women 
to travel long distances for the rit- 
ual bath.

The ultra-Orthodox community 
is lining up in opposition to plans 
calling for a new concert center in 
Malba. The project would hold 
concerts for up to 40,000 specta- 
tors along the lines of the extrava-

bothered to sign. Reports indicate 
that after being on display for a 
Cull day, the only people to sign 
the book were consular staff. 

Pope In 2000 

Plans in the city and the Foreign 
Ministry have already begun in an- 
ticipation of the visit of the Pope 
to Jerusalem in the year 2000. The 
city has already distributed a 
working paper on the subject, fo- 
cusing on how to use the visit to 
the city's best advantage. Included 
in the paper were calls for more 
hotel rooms suitable for Christian 
pilgrims to the city and repair 
work on the Via Dolorosa. (S.L.)

M y first glimpse of Jerusa- 
lem was in October 1947. 1 
was a young student from 
the Jewish Theological Seminary 
in New York coming to what r 
thought would be a one-year peri- 
od of study at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity. Since then I have never 
looked back. After Jerusalem, you 
can’t go home again. 

The Jerusalem I remember began 
at the university on Mount Scopus 
where a scant half dozen buildings 
accommodated some 800 Btudents. 
It was dear that a war was brewing 
and the university, surrounded by 
Arab villages, would be a prime 
target. The school year ended 
abruptly when rioting broke out. 
Tension grew as the UN decision on 
partition neared. 

On the night of the UN vote, I 
was awakened at Kiryat Anavim 
and was excitedly informed that' 
we were going to have a Jewish 
state. We danced until dawn. T 
then caught a bus back to Jerusa- 
lem. After passing through crowds 
of Arabs stoning and cursing the 
vehicles (some cars never made it 
back to Jerusalem), I found people 
had gone mad with joy, celebrat- 
ing in the streets. The next day an 
Arab mob, screaming “Death to 
the Jews!", looted and burned the 
old commercial quarter near Ma- 
nilla (now Agron) Streot. Furl- 
: ous, I asked a, British policeman 
why he dldri’t do phythlng to stop 
the destruction. His answer was: 
“We haven't got any orders* 1 ’ Ha- 
gana men, their arms linked, pre- : 
vented Jews bom attacking, the 
Arabs. It was my first taste of hav- 
Jaga, Jewish self-restraint: 

I remember standing on a roof- 
top, watching as a convoy of doc- 
tors, nurses and .university person-, 
nel on their way to Mount Scopus 
. was firebombed . Seventy-eight pa> " 

S le were shot of burned to. death as 
nitish tanks unconcernedly rolled

officer and my bride-to-be, des- 
perately hugging her bundle of 
medications and letters as she ran, 
under a constant rain of shells, 
from house to house where the 
battalion wounded were billeted 
because (here was no more room 
in the hospitals. I would return, 
dead tired from fighting on some 
front, not knowing if she were 
dead or alive. 

I remember "the parade” we put 
on when we marched through town, 
a ragtag "army" to raise the spirits 
of the people. I remember how our 
platoon would leave Scbneller, our 
base, at night, to go somewhere on 
the perimeter. Every night we 
phose a different spot to fool the 
Arabs into thinking we had a big 
force in the city - often passing 
through the darkened streets of 
Mea She’arim, eyeing shadows of 
praying Yeshiva students. I recall 
the haredi notables threatening to 
raise a white flag and Dov Yosef, 
the military governor, warning 
they’d be shot if they did. 

I remember our military seder in 
the Bail Hakerem Teachers Col- 
lege, with men who would never 
participate in another seder, or see 
next year in Jerusalem. I shall nev- 
er forget the first convoy that 
broke through from the coast 
bringing sacks of dour, beans, len- 
tils, and a score of dead and 
wounded men, cut down as they 
fought their way through the Bab 
El Wad (Sha'ar Hagai) pass. We 
wept openly in the streets, for the 
food, and for the men. And then 
the good news: the opening of the 
Burma Road and the cease fire. 

Then came the quiet years, 
when Jerusalem sat brooding, 
perched at the top of a hill at the 
end of a road leading nowhere. 
There was a mass feeling of claus- 
trophobia - we were unable to 
move more than a few kilometers 
“ In any direction except west. It was 
the story of a city slowly vegetat- 
ing. There were casual snipings by 
Arab legionnaires from behind the 
crenellated Old City walls. Then 
came the short-lived, ill-fated Si-, 
nai campaign, and more graves on 
Har Heral. 

A brief ray of light broke 
through. It was the capture and 
trial of Adolph Eichmapn, the 
clerk-turned-extermingto^. I W as 
covering it for American radio net- 
works, listening to harrowing testi-

Has Jerusalem 
gotten too big to 
be manageable? 
GailLichtman 
explores our 
problems and 
potential solutions. 

T oday’s city of 550,000 resident, wall- 
to-wall irnffic and nightmare parking 
is a far cry from the sleepy, dead-end 
town of the 1950s with less than 100,000 
persons and only one traffic light (on the 
'corner of King George and Jaffa Streets). 

Has the city reached the outer limits of its 
physical growth? Despite serious infrastruc- 
ture problems, city officials don’t think so 
and there has been talk of a city of 700,000 
by the year 2110. 

“Jerusalem must grow," states Deputy 
Mayor Uri Lupolianski, who holds the mu- 
nicipal planning ond building portfolio. 
“There can be no ceiling on this. It is impor- 
tant for Jerusalem to be the largest city in 
Israel. Jerusalem, in my opinion, has not 
yet reached its optimal size and there is still 
room to cxpnnd despite all the problems." 

A study carried out by the city’s urban 
planning division determined that there is 
enough potential land available to build at 
least 50,000 new housing units in the not- 
too-distant future. The. study calls for 
33,458 units to be constructed on land in (he . 
western part of town and an additional 
15,210 units in the eastern part. Another 
3,000 units could be built on small plots of 
land scattered throughout the western part 
of the city. 

So where does that leave today’s average 
Jerusalemite who has to struggle with traf- 
fic, can’t find parking or, even worse, can’t 
evon walk on the sidewalk because of the 
cars illegally parked (here? 

The good news is that the city has plans to 
help alleviate the traffic and parking mess. 
The bad news is that this help is a number of 
years down the line. •

think twice before taking their vehicles, and 
when they do, limits the amount of time 
they park their cars in that area,” 

The Buchanan Report, a survey of park- 
ing needs commissioned by the city, made a 
number of recommendations for alleviating 
parking problems, all aimed at limiting the 
number of cars coming into the city center. 

One is the ‘park and ride’ concept. This 
involves parking the car outside of the cen- 
ter and taking public transportation into the 
city. A special clause was incorporated into 
this year’s municipal budget for planning 
park and ride sites. Hie Buchanan Report 
recommended establishing six such sites 
and Eini hopes the first one will begin oper- 
ation within the next one or two years. 

Some of the most probable sites for starters 
appear to be Binyenei Ha’uma, the area 
around National Police Headquarters in the 
north and a yet-to-be-named location in the 
southern end of Jerusalem. 

Another recommendation, and one that 
is sure to set some Jerusalemites howling, 
involves graded prices for parking. Hie city 
would be divided into areas. In area A, the 
center of town, the report recommended 
raising parking rates to NfS 10 an hour. 

Area B, further from the ceajer, would be 
less expensive, and area C even cheaper, 
and so forth. 

“Graded parking is a long-term solution. 

The Buchanan Report recommends full im- 
plementation by the year 2000. But I be- 
lieve we will need to begin this concept by 
1995," Eini says. 

Lupolianski would also like to see less 
vehicles coming into the center of town. 

"This is an historic city, built before the 
automotive age. This causes problems. We 
can’t widen streets at the expense of our 
heritage.” 

The city already has two beltways in the 
planning stages - one on the eastern end of 
the city and the other on the western. These 
would move through traffic around the cap- 
ital and eliminate the need for those whose 
destinations are not Jerusalem itself to en- 
ter into town. These should be operational 
by the end of this millennium. 

In addition, Lupolianski would like to see 
a light rail system inaugurated in order to 
provide better public transportation. “We 
nave to strengthen public transportation, j 
he urges. ‘To db tjiis we need revolutionary 
ideas. The light rail system is non-polluting, 
ft would be quicker and more comfortable 
than the bus. Today, people resist riding the 
bus. They say it is too crowded and takes ^ 
too long. A light rail system could cause a 
change in attitudes 'towards public 
transportation.” 

In addition, Lupolianski is an advocateof 
decentralization of commercial centers. 

“We need to spread out the shopping mails 
so 08 not to have everyone crowding into 
one area.” He thinks smaller commercia : 
centers are needed in the western an 
northeastern parts of the city.

A luilan-wu-Sahltm, and wel- 
come to the official celebra- 
tion of Al-Kuds Day, mark- 
ing the glorious liberation of the 
holy city of Jerusalem from the 
Zionist occupation. This year 
marks 50 years since the trium- 
phant return of Chairman Arafat, 
who entered the holy hareem al- 
sharrif on June 6, 1994 and de- 
clared to all generations “al-haram 
baedeena!" - the holy sanctuary is 
ours. 

Of course. Chairman Arafat took 
only the first small step in the strug- 
gle to wrest Zionist control of the 
Holy City. It was before a crowd of 
500,000 believers, in front of the Al- 
Aksa Mosque, that he declared Je- 
rusalem to be the eternal capital of 
the Palestinian people. 

The initial Zionist reaction was 
bombastic speeches by the usual 
demagogic rabble-rousers. But the 
elected Jewish leadership was di- 
vided, and in the end it was decid- 
ed the peace initiative was too im- 
portant to discontinue over an act 
that had only “symbolic” value. It 
became apparent that Arafat 
pulled off a brilliant fait accompli 
when the great foreign powers, led 
by the Vatican, Russia and France 
recognized the new situation and 
sent envoys to congratulate the 
Chairman on his diplomatic coup. 

It took a good deal of American 
arm-twisting, and finally, a threat to 
cut off all aid, before the Jews ac- 


quiesced to share control of the 
Holy City, “in the name of peace 


and greater understanding.” The 
US conceded to recognize Israeli 
control of west Jerusalem in return 
for Israeli acceptance of a borough 
system. The city was then divided 
into separate Israeli, Arab and har- 
ed! enclaves, with each having au- 
tonomous control of its own affairs. 
A council of three community “el- 
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decs presided over the city, with a 
UN representative acting as the fi- 
nal arbitrator in matters of dispute. 

Although the Israelis demanded 
the Old City, be placed under inter- 
national control, we stood firm 
and demanded a democratic refer- 
endum be held by the local resi- 
dents to decide their future. Tliis 
was easily won by the large Mos- 
lem majority between the walls, 
and control of the Old City was 
then entrusted to the Wakf au- 
thorities. In a show of generosity 
that in hindsight appears regretful,

tne Jews were granted prayer 
rights in Al-Burak Square, known 
to them as the Wailing Wall. This 
was on the condition that it didn’t 
Interfere with the Ramadan cele- 
brations held there or disturb the 
routine of worship on the hareem 
itself. Today unfortunately, we 
have the problem of the “Al- 
Burak Faithful," Moslem extrem- 
ists who are trying to have (he 
Jews removed from a recognized 
Moslem holy site. But they are 
only a small minority who foil to 
accept the spirit of co-existence. 


Jerusalem remains a united city 
today thanks to the vision of its 
leaders from all the communities. It 
was during the Shabbat wars in the 
Mrly part of the century that the 
Badatz of the haredi community 
agned a pact of understanding with 
the Palestine Police Force, allowing 
them jurisdiction over their zone in 
return for the PPF enfor cing a clo- 
sure of the Israeli rone during Shab- 
bat. The combined City Council, 
under Mayor Husseini took over 
the municipal buddings on Nasha- 
shibi Square, (formerly Safra 
Square), while the Israeli authori- 
ties conducted business from their 
offices in the Canion. 

It wasn’t until the year 2001 that 
the city had a clear Moslem major- 
ity. It was then that Ramallah and 
Bethlehem were incorporated into 
a ‘‘Greater Al-Kuds” and massive 


projects were initiated that al- 
lowed the settlement of over 
100,000 returnees within the city’s 
borders. 

Following the civil war that al- 
lowed the return of the former king- 
dom of Jordan into Greater Pales- 
tine, an open border policy was 
initiated with Syria, Iraq and Saudi, 
Arabia, that led to a blossoming of 
the local tourist and pilgrim trade. 
The King David Hotel was bought 
out by the Al-Hambra chain and 
the Oriental character of Al-Kuds 
become more pronounced with 
veiled women becoming a common 
sight downtown on Peres Square 
(formerly Zion Square). 

The city also experienced sever- 
al influxes of Jewish refugees. Fol- 
lowing Palestinian independence, 
deportees from the towns of Muk- 
dassiya (formerly Ma'ale Adu- 
mim) and Ibraheemya (formerly 
Efrat) established the neighbor- 
hood of Heshbonaynu on the hills 
between Gilo and Malha. The 
poverty of the residents of this 
shantytown makes it unsafe for 
Palestinians to drive through 


there, especially around Al-Kuds 
Day when tempers are Haring. Re- 
member, according to the regula- 
tions for opening fire, it is forbid- 
den to shoot at a Jew unless you 
arc fairly certain that he may 
throw a rock at you. And even 
then, it is forbidden to use auto- 
matic fire. 

We have to understand that the 
Jerusalem Jew is a different breed 
from the Jews of Israel proper. 
While not holding Palestinian citi- 
zenship, (though they do have that 
option) they do possess the covet- 
ed orange identity cards and arc 
permitted to travel freely through- 
out Palestine and are not subject 
to the closures often placed on the 
Israeli borders when there is trou- 
ble. Occasionally, they show soli- 
darity with their brothers across 
the Green Line and participate in 
commercial strikes. Most do rec- 
ognize the advantages of cooperat- 
ing with us in return for a “live and 
let live” policy- 
while the Knesset moved to its 
present site in Yavneh a long time 
ago, the lovely building remains 
and is used by the Jews to house a 
propaganda museum showing the 
"Jewish connection to Jerusa- 
lem." Nearby is another lovely 
building that holds the Rabbinical 
Courts, wliich once served as the 
Israeli Supreme Court building. 

On Al-Kuds Day, we pay tribute 
to the holy martyrs now in paradise 
who died helping re-establish Mos- 
lem hegemony in the eternal city. 
Though there were only a few doz- 
en casualties on the day of the 
Chairman’s triumphant return to 
Al-Harewn, each one of them is a 
precious jewel in the crown of Al- 
lah. Remember, they achieved mar- 
tyrdom defending Jerusalem. Hie 
docile Zionist usurpers didn't even 


bother to put up a fight.

Letting Go: Coping with Change

C hange does not come easy - be it the 
changes surrounding aliyah or those 
involving our own life’s passages. 
Change “shakes us to our .very roots," yet 
we struggle and strive to adapt, to regain 
our bearing. 

Recognizing the challenge* implicit in 
change, Amit Women devoted this year's 
annual seminar/supper, held oh May 1st, to 
“Letting Go: Coping with. Change." Built 
around seven workshops focusing on 
changes inherent in kllta and adult pas- 
sages, the seminar featured as its keynote 
speaker Prof, Sophie Freud of the Simmons 
College School of Social Work who spoke 
on “Growing Up and Growing Old." The 


seminar was cochaired by El'ana Rozen- 
man of SuccessWorks and Racheli Miller. 

Amit Women, the largest women's reli- 
gious Zionist organization in the United 
States, sponsors the, only government-ap- 
pointed network for religious secondary 
technological education in Israel. In addi- 
tion, it supports innovative children's 
homes and youth villages throughout the 
country which have been instrumental ih 
revolutionizing child care in this country. 

Speaking to an overflow crowd, mainly of 
women, Prof. Freud, opened with two elo- 
quern autobiographical stories dealing with 
rpother/daughter and mother-in-law- 
/daughter-in-law relationships.

ontologist, were divided into two sections - 
one dealing with klita and the other with 
adult passages.

But likC if or not, Sophie Freud’s life expe- 
riences are bound with the famous name. 
Borij in Vienna in 1924, she recalls her grand- 
father. “My grandfather contracted cancer In 
.192?, two years before I was born. He was 
not very sick in the beginning but he Went 
through 24 operations. My memories of him 
are of an old and sick man. Someone in 
constant .pain , He didn’t speak very much, I 
think -It hurt him to speak. Yes, he was 
distant. But those were other times. People 
didn’t get down on the floor to piay with their 
grandchildren as they do today.” 

At the age of 14, Freud and her mother 
fled Vienna and the Nazis for Paris, They 
remained in France for four years, escaping 
to theUS in 1942. Her experiences during the 
early! months in Paris formed the basis for 
part of her presentation at the .Amit seminar, 

After arriving in the US, Frehd earned a 
bachelor’s degree in psychologist Harvaird 
and graduate degrees in social work. She . 
did her graduate work, while maMed and 
raising three children. After 40 years of 
marriage, she divorced, Freud specializes in 
developmental psychology. She is retired 
from the School of Social Work fet Simmons 

College in Boston.

f £ I t's never too late to learn 
I how to swim,” says Amon 
■ Gadl, TK at Jerusalem’s 
YMCA Swimming, he notes Is the 
only sport that an older person can 
safely take on as a beginner. And 
although swimming can be difficult 
to learn later In life. It Is one that can 
Indeed be learned by seniors and 
which they can continue to enjoy 
for the rest of their years. 

"It's more than Just healthy for 
the body, It’s healthy for the spirit," 
says Gadl. And with a few precau- 
tions, seniors can get In the swim. 

Before taking the plunge, Gadl 
Insists that the sixty-plus crowd 
visit a sports medicine doctor rath- 
er than their regular physicians. 

“It’s these doctors who know 
..what the body will accept," he 
says, emphasizing that only doc- 
tors who understand sports will 
know the level to which people 
can work out without causing 
damage jfo their bodies. 

Gadl also stresses that all se- 
niors should make pool personnel 
aware of any physical problems 
they may have had, including pri- 
or surgery, heart attacks and res- 
piratory problems. 

He then divides his senior 
swimmers into two groups, those 
who have exercised all their lives 
and those who have shied away 
from sports. 


Getting into the Swim of Things Ss 
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Swimming Is healthy for both the body and the spirit 


“Swimming gives the body a 
total, overall workout,” he ex- 
plains. ’That’s why Its’s very very 
Important to leam how to move 
the entire body.” 

Before starting his classes, Gadl 
suggests some slight Lifestyle ad- 
justments to help soften what 
could potentially be a physical 
shock. He recommends going to 
bed at 10 or 11 pm the night 
before starting, and waking up be-

tween 7 and 8 the following morn- 
ing. A walk to the pool wll stimu- 
late the body, and some stretching 


classes wDI loosen tight limbs. If 
swimmers cannot attend stretch- 
ing classes, Gadl emphatically 
states that stretching exercises un- 
der swim staff supervision are an 
absolute must. Afterwards, he rec- 
ommends laps two to three times 
a week for 25 to 45 minutes. 

“Aging means physical 
changes.” he says. 'The body 
loses fat, which makes It harder to 
float, and the skin wrinkles. This 


makes the senior swimmer's 
struggle with the water that much 
more difficult” 

Because of this, Gadl takes time 
out to caution senior swimmers 
who have been former athelets. 

“They have to go step by step,” 
he says, explaining that recreating 
the lengthy, vigorous butterflys- 
troke workouts of years past are 
likely to cause physical harm. He 
also emphasizes extending work- 
outs slowly, adding a lap or two at 
a time rather than suddenly load- 
ing 900 meters to a customarily 
100 meter workout. 

He also explains how strong, ag- 
gressive movements that propel se- 
niors through the water too quickly 
are bound to put pressure on the 
head, causing headaches later, 

But If seniors take precautions 
before braving the waters, the 
benefits are enormous. Besides 
becoming a lot more healthy, 
many swimming seniors discover 
a whole new social life. 

"Some come mainly to talk,” says 
Gadl, smiling about what he terms 
the •'mini-parliament” of senior 
swimmers and schmoozes that has 
taken formation at the YMCA 

"They take care of each other,” 
he says. According to Gadl, It’s 
more Important that seniors leam 
to swim correctly Tather than build 
up speed. Still, he maintains that 
swimming Imperfectly Is for better 
than not swimming at all. □

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during a swimming class at 
summer camp. He is a member 
and part time coach of the adult 
water polo league, as well as be- 
ing the coach of the children’s 
league. 

“It’s difficult to make people 
aware that such a sport exists," he 
says. “But once they start playing 
they don’t leave. Even when 
they're doing their army service 
they come to practice with us 
whenever they get leave.” 

Many of the men, ranging in 
age from 1 8 to 3 1 , are university 
students with a heavy study load. 
Those that are not studying hold 
down full time Jobs. However, 
none of them are prepared to 
give up their water polo and they 
all faithfully come to practice four 
nights a week Most players con- 
tinue with the sport through the 
army, university and even after 
university. 

"Water polo requires a great 
deal of strength and endurance,” 
says Cohen. 'You need stamina, 
strength In the arms and legs and 
you have to be a good swimmer. 
It's a very Intensive game, but also 
very Interesting.” 

Assaf Dnick, a 26 year old com- 
puter student at Hadassah Col- 
lege who also coaches the chil- 
dren's team, agrees. 

“With Sfliter polo physical 
strength ts very Important, 
o Is being able to swim fast In 
short spurts rather than 
swimming distances. It Is also a 
very technical game. As well as 
having to be a strong player, It's 
Important to be smart and have 
quick reflexes even when you’re 
tired.” 

"if you haven't played as 

youth It Is hard to become a 
realty good player,” says Druck 
'The oldest players are about 35, 
after that their stamina decreases. 

Nevertheless, relative 
newcomer to the game Offer 
Dlckman, 24, Is enthusiastic about 
the sport. 

“I'd been swimming for many 
years then I heard about water 
polo,” says DIckman, a music stu- 
dent at the Rubin Academy. 

"I play the flute and I wanted to 
expand my lungs. Water polo 
seemed like more of a challenge 
than Just swimming. Now I’m ad- 
dicted, ft makes me fed more 
alive, more awake.” 


Water polo has been around 
since the last century, and con- 
sists of two teams of six players 
and a goal keeper who must try 
and get the ball Into the other 
team’s goal by throwing It with 
their hands. 

Players must tread water 
throughout the course of 
the 7.5 minute quaters of the 
game. They can throw the ball 
with one hand only, except for the 
goalie who Is allowed to use both 
hands. 

To begin a game according to 
International rules, the ball Is 
placed In the middle of the water 
and the two teams race to see 
who gets It first. In Israel however, 
the ball is placed at the side of the 
pool. The Israeli court, at 25 me- 
ters by 1 2 meters, Is also smaller 
than the regulation court of 30 
meters by 20 meters. 

In Israel the game started being 
played In the Haifa Bay during the 
1930's, and gradually spread 
throughout the country. In addi- 
tion to Jerusalem, there are teams 
In Tel Aviv, Petach Tlkva, Klryat 
Ono, Tlvon, Gush Zevulun and In 
several kibbutzim. 

Until this season there 
as only one water polo league 
in Israel but this year a 
second league was started. 
There are six teams In both the 
Leuml and Artzl leagues. There 
are also 1 7 registered referees In 
the Israel Water Polo 
Association. 

This year several women have 
shown Interest In the game so 
there Is new talk of starting a 
women's league as well. 

"The problem is that In 
Israel water polo Is not a very 
recognized sport, especially In Je- 
rusalem," says Cracker. ’We don't 
receive any financing, and we 
need more equipment as well as 
extra practice time at regular 
hours." 

The adult team practices three 
days a week for 1 Vi hours start- 
ing at 9i30 p.m. and on Saturdays 
at 4 p.m. 

the 45 children who participate 
In the children's league play 
only 5 mlnute quarters. They prac- 
tice three rimes a week starting at 
8 p.m. and on Saturdays at 7 a.m. 
Some of the boys come to the 
pool on bikes or walk on their 
own because their parents don't 


want to wake up so early on a 
Saturday, says Spitzer. 

Practice time Is divided be- 
tween swimming laps to build up 
strength and stamina and practice 
games.to brush up on techniques, 
explains Druck 

"Even though their practice 
hours are not the most conve- 
nient. they take what they can get. 
They even practice year round be- 
cause they are afraid that IF they 
give up their few hours during the 
off-season somebody else will 
take their place,” says Spltzer. 

To recruit younger players 
the coaches go to swimming 
classes to Inform youngsters 
about the sport. 

"Most kids who are good 
swimmers get tired of swimming 
from wall to wall,” explains Druck 
“It Is hard to determine which kids 
will make good water polo play- 
ers, but If they are good swim- 
mers we give them a chance to 
develop themselves.” 

Tal Yadskan is 13 and has 
been playing water polo for two 
years now. He plans to go on 
playing until he gets drafted Into 
the army. 

"I started out Just 
swimming but then I left that and 
started playing water polo,” he 
says as he sits shivering on the 
bench after a practice. “In 
swimming you |ust swim, but 
here you get to swim and play a 
sport, too." □

A couple of years before that Medan had 
secured a chorus part In a traveling version of 
the Broadway hit A Chorus Line. But hls lack 
of a Green Card meant he was unable to take 
up his role, he said. 

"1 hated Israeli dancing," he said. "When- 
ever I tried to show off people got annoyed." 
Medan called Israeli dancing "old fashioned” 
because he said there have been no innova- 
tions In 30 years. "They're doing poor Imita- 
tions of the past." 


MEDAN'S CLASSES, said Wolk, attract the 
Independent minded and creative "who don't 
want to dance around In a circle Holding 
hands." 

Its motto, he added, is: "If you can walk, 
you can dance with us" and the Instructors 
pride themselves on their ability to teach Just 
' about anyone to dance. 

Medan's method Is to simplify dances into 
their elements - walking or Jumping steps - 
which are counted out. He choreographed the 
routines as a way to practice the basic steps. 
Classic ballroom dances are also taught like 
the tango and the cha-cha. 

"I show them how it's supposed to be done 
and then they can do it any way they want" 
explained Wolk. 

And It's apparently worked, Medan has built 


up a mini dance empire with classes In Jeru- 
salem, Tel Aylv, Haifa, Beeraheva and Holon, 


A branch will also be opened In London, 
where he took a group of students for a danc- 
ing and sight-seeing tour during the university 
lecturers strike. And he hopes to crack the US 
market, but admits It will be tough. 

In Tel Aviv, alone, over 1,000 people show 
up every Saturday night, especially students 
and epfolers who pay NIS 8 Instead of the 
usual price of NIS 10, he said.

T he middle film in Krzystzof Kies- 
lowski's French flag-colored tril- 


I lowski'a French flag-colored tril- 
ogy, White marks the final come- 
uppance of the Polish joke. Far from 
an offensive ]ab at moron ethnicity 
and light-bulb installation, White Is a 
ruefully funny movie, the best so far 
by this particular Pole whose new- 
found, easy touch corresponds 
powerfully to his old, dark 
obsessions. 

This shift to sardonic comedy 
comes rather unexpected from 
Kieslowski, following on the humor- 
less heels of last year's Blue. In that 
movie, the director explored the 
contemporary implications of the 
French revolution's call to "libertd." 

With funereal rectitude, he dis- 
sected one woman's inching jour- 
ney from agonized grief at the death 
ol her family, to her soaring redemp- 
tion through love. 

Blue was as beautiful as Its star, 
Juliette Binoche, but severely ham- 
pered by Kieslowski's unsmiling 


compulsion to resolve all his Char- 
tres-scaled themes (passion, pain, 
freedom, the mysteries of music 
and European unification) In one 
harmonious grand finale. 

Having purged himself ol these 
lofty operatics, the director has let 
down his moralizing guard. Now he 
can laugh a little, quip In his mother 
tongue, rest easy with open end- 
ings. White, whose unstated repub- 
lican concern is "dgallte," benefits 
enormously Irom his loosened grip. ' 
Its spontaneity, gentle sexuality and 
unforced wisdom are a relief after 
the slick severity of Blue. For all its 
goofiness, White also seems much 
closer to its director’s heart and his 
scrappy native Instincts. 


THE FIRST best thing about his 
new film Is that Kieslowski has de- 
nied himself his favorite center- 
piece. Without a restless and radi- 
ant young woman as the star, all the 
fawning, Madonna-worship of his 
earlier movies is absent, and the 
director must act with Ingenuity to 
search out a fresh alternative. 

Of course, with her endless blond 


hair, broad painted lips and impul- 
slve-llttle-glrl manner, Julie Delpy is 


8ive-llttle-glrl manner, Julie Delpy is 
nearly a parody of young, restless 
radiance, and of a petulant Kies- 
lowski heroine. 

But after The Double Life of Ver- 
onlque and Blue, the director seems 
aware of the stultifying pattern at 
work In his pious peepIng-Tom ap- 
proach to leading ladles. This time 
he relegates his main actress to a 
secondary role. 

The star - and soul - of the movie 
Is without question the unemployed

He now has everything his heart 
desires - except for the girl, whose 
value Is not linked to currency mar- 
kets. “Perverslt©" was not a motto 
of the French revolution, but Kies- 
lowski nearly grants it that status, sb 
K arol's fortunes are heroically re- 
versed and his manhood restored 
through rejection. 

White also benefits from Its blank 
patetle. Klestowki has been careful 
in both color-coded movies [Red Is 
on the way) to avoid assigning spe- 
cific symbolic meaning to each hue- 
/litle. Blue was easier; It both served 
as a mood and a simple decorative 
tool. Cars, crystals, skies, cello- 
phane, eyes, swimming pools end 
sweaters were all bathed in hand- 
some navy and indigo. 

White Is naturally much more of a 
cipher. Once again, though, the 
challenge only seems to sharpen 
Kieslowski's vision. 

The presence of so many pale 
props allows a playful ambiguity to 
take shape: toilet seats, paBty skin, 
pigeon droppings, T-shirts, a bride's 
veil, straight vodka, snow, Karol and 
Dominique's marriage ... What doss 
white mean? The alternation be- 
tween silly and stem Is constant, 
which makes good sense In e movie 
that, like white Itself, reflects so 
many tones.

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Call of the Wild 

A nocturnal jaunt into the desert eventually 
turns up a two-legged beast. 


I hough we were a bit tired of organized 
group trips, this one seemed special. 
For one thing, it would officially close 
the “program" which had brought our 
group of 15 mid-career professionals to the 
Negev for six months. And this final trip 
was both short and sweet: four hours to 
take a nighttime hike and observe some 
wild desert animals in their nadve habitat. 

The desert I We had on other trips spent 
long afternoons in the Wilderness - the 
Oreat Shma’ma. Even my artist wife, a 
jealous lover of Galilee, had surrendered 
enough to the desert magic to design her 
own tee-shirt with the words emblazened 
across her chest: “Shma’ma Mama." 

Aboard our bus with our guide, an ofttime 
denizen of these wide spaces, we voyaged to 
a nature reserve not far from Em Gcdi. 

Rolling off the smooth macadam, our bus 
staggered down a rocky track and lurched 
to a halt at the edge of an expanse of 
wilderness. In order to lure the wild animals 
-wolves, hyenas and, if we were lucky, the 
famous leopards of Ein Gedl - two eager 
souls from our group flung out beyond the 
surrounding rocks the remains of the barbe- 
cue we had enjoyed earlier in the evening.

Then we all waited near the bus, our flash- 
light beams penetrating the darkness. 

But the only prey we managed to rouse at 
the site were two young men, loosely identi- 
fied to us as "nature rangers," whose jeep 
roared into our clearing, its headlights 
bouncing off the hillsides, to shatter the 
calm and bring us troubling news. Local 
animals had become so used to high-quality 
foraging at a nearby garbage dump that 
they didn’t come down to this bare desert 
suburb anymore. The rangers recommend- 
ed that we drive over to the dump and try 
our luck there. 

WE GOT back on the bus. Have you ever 
tried to find a garbage dump tucked some- 
where off the highway between Ein Gedi 
and Ein Bokek on a moonless night? Or any 
night? 

During the next two hours, we learned 
how many bumpy dirt roads there are that 
come out of the Shma'ma to intersect with 
the Dead Sea highway, and that most of 
them lead nowhere in particular, bumpily. 
Our driver, in constant touch by Motorola 
with someone out there in the night - the 
police or his dispatcher or some office that 


protects lonesome travelers - kept generat- 
ing new leads, at high risk to the tires of his 
bus as it pitched, reeled and lurched over 
rocky paths better left to four-wheel drives. 

And each time, as the headlights swept 
over another quadrant of desolate land- 
scape, one or another of the eager Junior 
Birdmen sitting up in the front seats with 
our guide, would cry out - “There - to the 
left - I saw something!" 

But each time it was only the shadows 
cast by the headlights themselves. 

The trip was scheduled to end at mid- 
night. About 10:30, still 'an hour’s drive 
from home, some of us in the rear seats had 
an idea: Abort the mission. Go back. 

Let’s at least talk about it. 

But group process is apparently a com- 
modity that hasn’t yet been imported from 
America; Our guide, focused on his goal, 
did not even deem the crl de coeur from the 
back benches worthy of acknowledgment. 
Instead, he directed the bus, bucking and 
swaying, into several more narrow dead- 
ends, and then suggested we take a short 
hike before giving up. 

The amateur environmentalists in the 
front seats all voted immediately for a hike, 
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the longer thebetter. But an equal ntl01btf 
of us called from the back of the (Jfn 
immediate withdrawal. 

The vote was a tie - except, I submit, fo, 
several people who had already f a Z 
asleep weren’t counted: my wife, for on? 
her head thrown back, her "Shmato 
Mama" logo gently rising and falling. And 
our group’s only musician, whistling softly 
through the nose at his window seal And 
the couple in the back row, enlwbed io 
each other’s limbs, either sleeping or neck- 
ing. Shouldn’t those four all have beta 
counted as votes in favor of bedtime? 

But our guide ignored them and cast the 
tie-breaking vote himself. “We’ll walk," he 
announced heartily. 

So for a half hour, compromising, we 
tramped up and down the white sand dunes. 
All of us, I think, still harbored the secret 
hope that here, finally, we would at Iasi 
glimpse a wild creature before the evening, 
and our program, ended for good.

Well after midnight, we returned to (be 
Institute. A lone woman student from anoth- 
er program was standing outdoors, dressed in 
shorts and a T-shirt, balancing on one leg 
against the Institute wall like a stork. 

‘‘Wildlife!” sang out our wakened musi- 
cian. "Yes, and the female of the species at 
that,” another philistine discerned. “A 
fox I" the boyfriend in the last row cap- 
tioned it. (He paid for his witticism with a 
punch from his partner.) 

We trooped off the bus without talking. 
We had not found the garbage dump, and we 
had not seen the leopards of Ein Gedi. We 
were disgruntled, gritty, cranky and ready 
for sleep. To paraphrase Pogo Possum, we 
had met the animals and they were us. I

Recent revelations about Qumran promise to shake up 
Dead Sea Scroll scholarship. 

By Abraham Rabinovich 


n the past 40 years scholars have pursued 
(he ancients of the Dead Sea sect into 
their graves in an effort to wring their 
secrets from them. The members of the 
reclusive community have had their teeth 
and loins examined, their mail read - 
.who can forget tire zlngcr from the 
Teacher of Righteousness to the Wicked 
.BH Priest? - their most sacred religious doc- 
uments, fingered by unbelievers and* most . 
recently, tholr garbnge dump ransacked.' 1 

The search for (he theological and politi- 
cal bellefc of the seel, generally identified as : 
Essenes,. has focused on the scrolls found in 1 
caves around the rufns of Qumran, which ' 
had been the communal inotherhouse. Rel-: 

atively little, attention bos been paid to ' 
Qumran llSelf since the injtial reports bn its' 
excavation -vere published. 1 , f • . ji

Pere do Vajix, the" learned Dominican 
priest from the Ecole Blblique who led the • 
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excavation of Qumran between 1952 and 
1956, set forth a history of the site that 
would be accepted by the bulk of the schol- 
arly community. The Essenes, he said, had 
developed a monastery-Uke structure near 
the mouth of Wadi Qumran io the last half 
of the second century BCE on a site which 
had been occupied some 600 years earlier 
by Israelites. ’ 

'The buildings were certainly occupied un- 
der: [the Hasmonean ruler]' Alexander Jan- 
naelis [Alexander Yannai, 103-76 BGEl and 
may have been constructed under John Hyr- . 
cahiis [135-104 BCE], 1 ' he. wrote, There was 
even a possibility, he notedi that construction 
may have begun under John Hyrcanus's fa- 
ther, Simon, one of the Maccabees. 

Qumran served aka cbmmunal center for 
sect mejnbecs who lived In 'adjoining caves 
or In; temporary structures like tents or huts 
around the site, since (here was Uttle space 
within Qumran itself for living quarters ’De 
Vaux. suggested that a room which con-' 
tained low tables and inkwells had served as 
the scriptorium in which the scrolls deposit- 
ed in the surrounding caves were written, 


He determined that there had been a break 
of some 30 years in the site’s habitation 
following an earthquake in 31 BCE. The 
Essenes, however, returned to occupy 
Qumran until its capture by the Roman 
army in 68 CE; on its march to Jerusalem. 

For a period of- almost two centuries 
therefore, a community lived in this aban- 
doned region,!’ wrote de Vaux. One prob- 
lem with this conclusion, he admitted, was 

r^ ,S f°y ery that son,e of the m ore than 
1,000 skeletons in the cemetery at Qumran 
were of women and children. This appeared 
to contradict the clear statements by au- 
H 1 ° rs o f the period, Philo and Pliny the 
Elder .that the Essenes abstained from mar- 
riage, Josephus, however, wrote that while 
they disjoined marriage in general, one 
Essene group permitted it. 

This version of Qumran’s history is now 
being challenged by ahlWaeli archeological 
team that recently carried out its own ex- 
ploratory dig at Qumran and by Jean-Bap- 
tute Humbert, de Vaux’s own heir as chief 
archeologist at ihe Ecole Blblique in east- 
ern Jerusalem,- ' • 





Botli the Israelis and Humbert, in studies 
conducted independently of each other 
conclude that the Qumran complex was do! 
founded by Essenes but by the Hasmouc- 
ans, and that the sect did not establish in 
commune in the abandoned Hasraoneao 
buildings until the following century. Such a 
significant cut in the estimate of the sect's 
stay at Qumran will likely sharpen the con- 
troversy over which of the Dead Sea Scrolls 
were actually written at Qumran and which 
were brought to the site from Jemsalemor 
elsewhere. 

Humbert, whose conclusions arc based on 
a seven-year-long reexamination of de Vaux’ 
original finds, also suggests that the Essenes 
had conducted their own substitute Temple 
practices at Qumran, including animal sacri- 
fices, and even had their own Holy of Holies. 
A leading Israeli expert who requested ano- 
nymity termed the “temple substitute" end- 
ing “highly dubious” but said he would like to 
see Humbert's evidence. 

T he Israeli probe of the Qumran site was 
carried out as part of Operation Scroll, 
the archeological sweep of the Judean De- 
sert launched last fall. Qumran lay at the 
center of the search and became the opera- 
tion's field headquarters. Authority direc- 
tor Amir Drori and Yitzhak Magen, the 
archeological officer attached to the Civil 
Administration of Judea and Samaria, set 
up their command post adjacent to the ex- 
cavated site. 

When the operation was well under way, 
with teams probing more than 600 caves 
from n point north of Jericho southwards, 
Drori and Magen began their own dig just a 
few dozen meters from the field office. II 
was the first dig at Qumran since its original 
excavation four decades ago by de Vaux 
and G. Lankester Harding of the Jordanian 
Antiquities Department. 

In undertaking their probe, the two Israe- 
lis had the refreshing advantage of not pre- 
suming to be Dead Sea Scroll scholars. 
Gen. (res.) Drori. who had earned a BA in 
archeology during leave from the army as a 
young officer, had spent his subsequent ca- 
reer as a professional soldier until taking 
over the authority six years ago. Magen, m 
charge of archeological excavations in Ju- 
dea and Samaria for more than 20 years, 
readily admits that his expertise lies in the 
areas of Samaritan studies and ancient Ha- 
lacha, not the Dead Sea Scrolls. 

What they brought with them instep 
were minds uncluttered by the feverish de- 
bates that regularly rock Dead Sea Scroll 
scholarship. They approached the subject 
with the world views of a general who un- 
derstood the workings of power and pen- 
tics, and a district archeologist who has 
studied the rise and fall of many kingdoms 
fa the excavations pits under his jurisdK- 
tion. Their conclusion was supported by 

what they found in their excavations, but it 

also clearly reflected their understanding or 
political realities that transcend the ages. 

Instead of being an Essene retreat iw 
some 200 years, they claim, Qumran w® 
for more than half of its life a Hasmon^ 
farmstead and military outpost.

Land or Israel, mainly in ific direction or 
tiie Jordan Valley. 

“ Hiey established a line of fortresses from 
Sartaba in the north [roughly east of Nablus] 
and including Masada in the south. They also 
began settlement of the Jordan Valley and 
built a luxurious royal palace nt Jericho. All 
of this required massive investments for aq- 
ueducts and other infrastructure needed to 
make life in the valley possible. Even the 
preparation of plaster to line the aqueducts 
and cisterns was no simple thing; they needed 
to bring wood and burn racks. 

"In the middle of this extensive Hasmo- 
nean system, you have Qumran. Wc know 
that the Hasmoncans mid Essenes were at 
odds. Why would the Hasmoneans give 
them the site? In politics, you award those 
closest to you." 

The heavy investment involved in con- 
structing the settlement - damming of the 
adjacent Wadi Qumran to catch the winter 
runoff, the construction of aqueducts and 
cisterns, and the construction of the settle- 
ment itself - point to a state project, says 
Magen, not the initiative of a small sect that 
spurned wealth. 

“Wc have to view Qumran as an integral 
part of the Hasnioncan plan to settle and 
fortify the Jordan Volley,” write Drori and 
Magen in a still unpublished preliminary 
report on Operation Scroll. "On the site [of 
Qumran] they settled residents who were 
loyal to the Hastnoneans, perhaps demobi- 
lized soldiers, possibly under the direct 
ownership of the Hasmonean family itself." 

The residents earned a livelihood mainly 
from date plantations and the production of 
honey from dates; the agricultural area ex- 
tended to Ein Fash’ha and other nearby 
springs. In addition, say Drori and Magen, 
salt was produced by tbe settlers from the 
Dead Sea. Contrary to popular belief, notes 
Magen, Qumran was not very isolated ; it was 
only a two-hour walk or a 1 Vi-hour donkey 
ride from the populous city of Jericho. 

De Vaux had concluded that the site was 
abandoned about 31 BCE when, according to 
Josephus, the country was rocked by a severe 
earthquake. Signs of stonework sheared by 
the quake were found by de Vaux at Qum- 
ran. He also found a burned layer of destruc- 
tion from around that time. Some scholars 
date the fire a few years earlieT, but de Vaux 
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Right: Amir Drori, director of the 
Antiquities Authority, during his recent 
dig at Qumran. 
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Pore Jean-Baptlste Humbert: In the first 
decades of their stay, the Essenes 
apparently adoptsd cultlc practices, 
Including animal sacrifices. 

suggested that the fire was the result of the 
earthquake. The paucity of coins from the 
Ilerodian period found at the site - only 
about 10 - was one of dc Vaux’ principal 
reasons for stating that the site remained 
abandoned after the earthquake for almost 
30 years before being resettled. 

Drori and Magen beg to differ. There 
were indeed two clear phases of occupation 
at Qumran, they say, but separated by only 
a short period of time. The dividing line was 
not the earthquake of 31 BCE but the years 
40 to 37 when Herod, supported by the 
Romans, wrested the throne from Antlgo- 
nus, (he last of the Hasmonean rulers. "A 
lot of the fighting was in the Jordan Val- 
ley," says Magen, "and we see the fire at 
Qumran dating from its capture by Herod." 
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Thus, according to Drori and Magen, a 
century of Hasmonean rule at Qumran came 
to an end. After a short time, the abandoned 
site was given by Herod to the Essenes with 
whom he had close ties, they contend. 

If this version of events is proven true, It 
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would resolve the question of the women 
■ and children In Ihe cemetery. These need 
not be explained away any longer rs belong- 
ing to a non-celibatc branch of the Essenes 
but can be seen as family members from the 
Hasmonean farmstead. The neat rows of 
graves in the cemetery, highly unusual in 
antiquity, might be explained, says Magen, 
as burial of the fallen after the battle that 
won Herod the site. 

A nother puzzle answered, he says, is the 
discovery of bones of sheep and other 
animals that had been cooked and subse- 
quently deposited in the garbage pit. "Ite 
Essenes were vegetarians, according to Jo- 
sephus," says Magen. “We found that tbe 
bones date from the earlier stage of settle- 
ment which would mean that the meat was 
not eaten by the Essenes after all." 

The paucity of Herodian coins does not 
mean the site was empty during the Hero- 
dian period, argues Magen, since Herodian 
coins are scarce at all sites in the country- 
Exploratory digs within the Qumran site 
itself offer further substantiation for their 
thesis, say Magen and Drori. The so-called 
scriptorium was found by them to dale s« 
from the beginning of Qumran but from the 
second stage. Likewise with a room ringed 
by a stone bench which some scholars have 
suggested was a synagogue. Magen, howev- 
er, expresses doubt that the scriptorium was 
indeed the place where scrolls were written- 
“The scribes wrote with the parchment on 
their knees, not on tables.”

With praiseworthy environmental in- 
stincts, the Qumran residents burned the 
crushed dates and then buried them to 
avoid attracting flies. A few meters from 
the dump, is a cavity that de Vaux identified 
as a pool. Drori and Magcn found it to have 
been a date press, associated with the 
crushed dales and with an adjacent mikvc 
■where workers purified themselves before 
handling food. 

Humbert, who has been preparing the 
final report of the de Vaux excavation for 
the past seven years, was unaware of the 
Drori and Magen findings, but he is in 
agreement that Qumran was not founded 
by the Essenes. It was founded in the sec- 
ond century BCE by a wealthy Hasmonean 
as a pleasure villa, he writes in a still unpub- 


lished preliminary report. 

The site was not far, he notes, from the 
royal palace at Jericho. Humbert agrees too 
that the Essenes did not arrive in Qumran 
until the first century BCE, either after the 
original Roman conquest of the country in 
63 BCE or after Herod's accession to the 
throne 26 years later. 

"1 think the Essenes arrived at a beautiful 
villa, maybe given to them by the owner 
who was sympathetic to them," he says. 
“Then they built specific Essene buildings 
for worship." This is a far cry from the 
popular notion of a band of ascetics hitching 
up their donkeys and heading off into the 
blistering desert to escape the corruptions 
of the city and build their own retreat. 
Humbert agrees that the paucity of Hero- 
dian coins does not mean that the site was 


abandoned during the Herodian period. 

He differs significantly from the Israelis - 
and everyone else - in proposing two dis- 
tinct Essene periods. In the first decades of 
their stay, he says, the Essenes apparently 
adopted cultic practices, including animal 
sacrifices, meant to substitute for the Tem- 
ple worship in Jerusalem. "The northern 
enclosure was a courtyard for the sacrifices 
and the bone deposits are the result of ritual 
sacrifices," he says. 

One room adjacent to the northern enclo- 
sure projects slightly from the compound wall 
in the direction of Jerusalem. The end of the 
room was sealed off except for a small open- 
ing, not big enough for a person to squeeze 
through. "It is very strange, a place you can 
access by voice or hand but cannot enter," he 
says. This, suggests Humbert, might have

At some time, perhaps toward the end of 
the first century BCE, the Essenes suddenly 
ceased their cultic practices at Qunuan, 
says Humbert. The offering room was 
sealed and sacrifices halted. Josephus and 
others had specifically noted that the Es- 
senes did not engage in animal sacrifices 
and it was the Essenes of this post-cuUe 
period that they knew, suggests Humbert. 

Why did the Essenes so radically change 
their ways, according to his theory? 'There 
was a very strong evolution in theology, in 
evolution away frorif this kind of worship, 
away from sacrifice. The same kind of evo- 
lution was affecting the early Christians of 
the time,” he says. The temple of stone hid 
given way to the temple within man. “There 
was no direct connection between Qumran 
and the early Christians but this feeling was 
in the air. Each felt it differently." 

T hese conclusions will be included in (be 
official report of the de Vaux expedi- 
tion whose first volume, in French, is to be 
published this year in Switzerland.

Ehud Olmert’s proponents say 
a revolution is under way. 

Critics say he is out to 
placate his political allies.

ix months after Likud MK Ehud 
Olmert’s landslide victory in the 
Jerusalem mayoral race, the mu- 
nicipality appears to be on a colli- 
sion course with the government 
over its new fiscal policy and oppo- 
sition to the peace talks. 

Olmert took the municipal reins 
at one of the most crucial times in 
Jerusalem’s modern history, vowing to in- 
stitute change. 

His overall plans, however, were only 
hazily outlined to the public during an elec- 
tion campaign in which neither candidate 
focused on issues of substance. 

In the first months after the election, the 
new mayor's public positions on a spectrum 
of issues, from education to security, re- 
mained tittle more than broad campaign 
promises. 

Slowly, however, a picture of Olmert the 
mayor and where he and his right-wing coali- 
tion are leading the city is becoming dearer. 

The new mayor’s proponents say a revo- 
lution Is under way that will lead to a 
brighter future for Jerusalem. Critics say 
Olmert, desperate to placate his political 
allies, has sold out the city. 

Olmert himself declined repeated requests 
lor an interview to be included in a Jerusalem 
Day story summing up his fust months in 
office. Aides say the mayor believes he has 
been treated unfairly by the media. 

Councillor Amos Mar-Haim, who heads 
the opposition on the city council, says poli- 
tics in the capital - traditionally cutthroat - 
have reached new lows under Olmert. 

He dtes a recent council meeting at 
which councillors couldn't even agree on a 
statement critldzing the UN for calling Je- 
rusalem occupied territory In its condemna- 
tion of Israel. Although Olmert was able to 
paw the statement with the help of his 
majority coalition, he ignored calls by the 
opposition to alter the statement so it would 
be, .acceptable to all, 

"I had never seen anything like it," Mar- 
Haim says. "[The meeting] was an embar- 
rassment to Olmert and to Jerusalem." 

In the weeks following the November 
election, Olmert put together a coalition 
wat controls 19 of the 31 city council seats.

But, the former mayor was always quick 
to add, Jerusalem is unlike any other city in 
the nation.

T hese days, Kollek's words appear to 
ring even more true. As the peace pro- 
cess moves forward, the steps taken by the 
city to impede it are likely to become even 
more irritating to the government. 

Olmert's administration stands staunchly 
against the process, charging that ultimately 
It endangers Israel's hold on Jerusalem. 
Coalition members vow to do everything in 
their power to torpedo the Israeli-Palestin- 
ian accord. 

Deputy Mayor Shmuel Mcir (National Re- 
ligious Party) helped organize a demonstra- 
tion against the PLO having a headquarters, 
Orient House, in eastern Jerusalem. 

Meir tried to close down Orient House on 
grounds it owed the city hundreds of thou- 
sands of shekels in back real estate taxes 
and unpaid water bills. Orient House offi- 
cials eventually paid part of the debt, and 
are negotiating with the municipality over 
paying the remainder. 

Meir is also behind the effort to push 
through Jewish housing projects in eastern 
Jerusalem, which the government sees as a 
provocation. He has Olmert’s backlog for 
many of the projects, although Olmert has 
stood firm against building Jewish housing 
in Arab neighborhoods. 

"We will not allow the government to turn 
east Jerusalem into Gaza," Meir says, charg- 
ing that the government was setting the stage 
for major political concessions on Jerusalem. 

City leaders are fully aware their open 
opposition to the peace process only antag- 
onizes the government. But they are bank- 
ing on the government’s commitment to 
Jerusalem to be stronger than Its animosity 

toward the mayor. ' . . 

They appear to be correct in their think- 
ing. At a recent meeting with Housing Min- 
ister Binyamin Ben-EHezer, Olmert was 
promised that the ministry would comply 
with the city's request for large-scale hous- 
ing construction. Both minister and mayor 
agreed that such construction, strategicaUy 
placed in the south and north, would help 
strengthen Israel’s hold on the city.

Jerusalem’s 1994 budget, the first under 
the Olmert administration, is set at just 
over NIS 1 billion, 30.4 percent higher than 
last year’s. Most worrisome, the official 
deficit for this year is some NIS 105 million. 
That’s more than 60 percent higher than the 
deficit in Kollek’s last year in office. 

Sources ia the city’s finance department 
say the deficit will be even higher. Depart- 
ment head Ya'acov Eftnti would come back 
from Olmert's fact-finding visits to different 
neighborhoods, each time painfully recall- 
ing the mayor's promises to provide money, 
the sources say, 

“[Olmert] is throwing around money in 
an effort to keep his wild campaign prom- 
ises, and give people a positive feeling 
about his election," says Mar-Haim, who 
held the finance portfolio under Kollek. 

He maintains the city’s fiscal irresponsibil- 
ity, if not halted, will leave the municipality 
without the funds to pay wages and maintain 
baric public services by the end of the year. 

Mar-Haim predicts that the municipality 
will have to turn to the slate for a bailout 
. from its debt. Then, government lenders will 
have to decide whether to allow the streets of 
the nation’s capital to pile high in uncollected 
trash, or give a massive handout to a city 
leadership that has only given it trouble. 

: Meir, who holds the finance portfolio, de- 
fends the big budget as a necessary step to 
change the dilapidated conditions the new 
city administration found in many areas. 

He says much of the additional funds are 
going to badly needed improvements in the 
city’s school systems. For the first time, 
more than one-quarter of the budget is go-, 
ing to education, he explains.

Where else Is all the extra money budget- 
ed in 1994 going? Over half the budget goes 
to salaries. Compared to 1993, nearly 
NIS 100 million more is being paid in wages 
by the city. 

Not a small part of that is for new mayor- 
al aides and advisers. The opposition has 
blasted Olmert for his hiring practices. Ol- 
mert, however, has ignored the criticism, 
using tais strong council majority to pass 
even the most controversial appointments 
with ease. 

Meir says he opposed the inflated salaries 
of several Olmert appointees, but that it 
would be politically unwise to make them 
an Issue. He decided not to protest. 

Both coalition and opposition members 
describe Olmert as extremely hardworking. 

Critics and supporters alike, however, say 
he Is bad at delegating power, and is ex- 
tremely sensitive to any attempt to infringe 
on his power. 

Several months after assuming office, Ol- 
mert forced Kollek to give up the chairman- 
ship of Jerusalem's 3,000th birthday cele- 
brations, to be held in 1996. The 
celebrations were S^ollek’s idea. Olmeirt, 
however, felt threatened by the former 
mayor and made him leave the post. 

Deputy mayor Meshulnm Amit defends 
Olmert's style of leadership. "There is no 
dictatorship here," he says.

“The text of the agreement that Shahak 
and Sha'ath signed was printed out from a 
computer file in Cairo," says Chaim Shs- 
cham, 33, deputy-director of the Information 
Division of the Foreign Ministry. "That file 
was immediately uploaded to the computer in 
Jerusalem. As soon as I heard on the radio 
that (he agreement had been signed, I imme- 
diately put the document out on our data- 
base. Within hours 1 could see that hundreds 
of people had downloaded the document 
from our computer into their own.” 

The information superhighway is quickly 
paving its way through the Middle East. 
Internet, a worldwide computer network 
with an estimated 20 million subscribers in 60 
countries (though i(*s hard to keep track: 
150,000 new subscribers sign on every 
month), has tremendous potential to connect 
Israelis to (he world, both personally and 
professionally, in on unprecedented way. 

When it first began putting out information 
on-line in January, the Foreign Ministry was 
overwhelmed by the amount of interest in its 
documents.

to experiment amt connect wliai they called 
BitNet to the computer at Yale University. 

“After that, it seemed that every month we 
were adding a line to another university," he 
recalls. Gradually, BitNet has been swal- 
lowed within the Pentagon Internet project. 

While the nets were spreading across the 
US, Nussbaclicr moved here and helped in- 
troduce the concept of the Net here. In 1984, 
local universities were first linked to the Net 
through the European Academic Network. 
In 1988, they were hooked up to Internet. 

But non-academics also wanted access to 
the resources available on-line. In May 1992, 
the Commurucalions Ministry decided to per- 
mit, on a limited basis, organizations in- 
volved in research and development, educa- 
tion or culture. Before receiving permission, 
the organization had to go through a commit- 
tee screening process. 

Today, bowing to even stronger public 
pressure, the ministry is on the brink of • 
virtually deregulating the use and provision 
of Internet altogether. Once this change 
takes place, Nussbnchcr foresees initial cha- 
os in the market and a quick market shake- 
down. Israel has a small number of poten- 
tial Internet customers, he says, Qitd the 
number of companies which seem eager to 
get into the Internet business far exceeds 
the demand. 

"It’s like taking a corner where there is one 
falafcl stand, and instead of one competitor 
opening across the road, eight falafel stands 
open up," he asserts. “About 10 different, 
companies have applied to the ministry for 
licenses and it seems most will get it. These 
companies have read the US press about how 
the Internet will be this gold mine and think 
there is a killing to be made here. It's just not 
true. Remember, in the entire US, there are 
only three nationwide service providers for 
the Net, and each region has two or three of

its own local providers. 

“I think the ministry is making a very big 
mistake by opening up so widely, so sud- 
denly,” he adds. “It's wasteful. Half of 


Getting Connected 

O nce upon a time, those interested in meeting new people had no choice but to hang 
around in public parks or bars. In the ’90s, the best place to look for conversation is in 
Internet newsgroups, where it is possible to specify the kind of people one wants to talk to 
and what one wants to (alk about. 1 

The thousands of groups include support groups for dieters, and people going through 
illness or a trauma like divorce; romance groups for those who want advice on their love- 
lives; and groups for fans of every sports team, music group and television show imaginable 
The Israel-based groups includes a bulletin board with job postings, computers for sale 
houses for rent, and a free discussion group heavily dominated by fiery arguments on the ’ 
Rabin government's policies. 

In the wider international sections of Internet, the dominant group of Jewish interest Is 
called “soc.cuLture.jcwish.” On this group, Jews and non-JewB from ail over the world swan 
opinions and advice on a huge spectrum of issues. On any given day, in the 
“soc.culture. j ewish* ' group, you can find postings with titles like: kosher in Las Vegas- 
denning a tall Is; com syrup on Pessah; the Tora on prostitution; how many Jews in China 
A spedal process Is required for the setting up of new newsgroups, as new ones are 
continually being created and dissolving. Just last week, a group called 
“soc.cuU. Jewish. holocaust” came into being to exchange information on the Holocaust 
Another group, "soc. culture. Israel” Is generally dominated by politics, but there are 
often interesting surprises, such as the posting that appeared this week: 

“Hi. My name is Mark Jennings and I am being posted to the Golan Heights as a UN 
peacekeeper. I will be located at the Canndian Camp there. I am looking for a local access 
point to the Internet so that I can E-mail my family and friends back in Canada."

these companies will be out of business in a 
couple of years." 

But market forces seem to be the name of 
the game when it comes to the growth of 
Internet. No country thus far has succeeded 
in successfully regulating its growth or the 
ways in which it is used. 

"The Internet has been compared to a 
herd of elephants with diarrhea,” Nuss- 
bacher says. "Massive, difficult to control, 
awe-inspiring, entertaining, and sometimes 
capable of giving you a large amount of 
junk when you least expect it," he says. 

Nussbacher estimates that Israel is about 
three years behind the US concerning the 
technological uses of computer networks. 
With the development of commercial ser- 
vices in the US, people order and send 
flowers, make plane reservations and com- 
plete other day-to-day tasks on their com- 
puter, and reach major newspapers, The 
Jerusalem Post among them. The fastest 
growth areas in the US are commercial 
networks, which businesspeople now use 
extensively to explore potential markets, 
seek out and communicate with their cus- 
tomers, and even to dose deals. 

H ere, using the computer network this 
way is still far in the future. Ask an 
Israeli how he utilizes the Internet service, 
and you’ll usually receive an impressive 
barrage of anecdotes. 

*Much of what is on Internet is a waste of 
time. But every so often I can pick something 
up that is useful,’ 1 says Denis Weinraub, 
director of the School of Continuing Educa- 
tion at Ben-Gurion University of the Negev 
„ P 8 ! 08 Internct > Weinraub has estab- 
lished a contact with a school similar to his 
in Scotland, and has begun exchanging 
ideas and materials with his counterparts 
thore- Weforaub also found a cousin with 
whom he had hardly been in touch for 20 
years.

On a more serious note, Dr. Ron Zweig, 
senior lecturer in Jewish history at Tel Aviv 
University, and editor of the Journal of 
Israeli History, predicts that on-line access 
to texts is quickly changing the face o' 
scholarly publishing. 

Today, one can access the library catalogs 
of most major universities; increasingly, the 
entire contents of scholarly journals art 
becoming available on-line as well. Zweig s 
publication, put out by Tel Aviv University. 
Is poised to put 16 years’ worth of its jour- 
nals on-line for general use. 

Books on computer are not far away. ‘ jj 
the not-too-distant future, huge amounts ot 
material will be digitalized on CD-Ro® or 
on-line and will be searchable from any- 
where in the world,” he says. “The coneej 
of having the Library of Congress on IK 
head of a pin is not too far away.” 
Electronic publishing is a revolutionary 
way to publish texta that would not be com- 
mercially viable to publish conventionally.

themselves for the electronic revolution: 
the Weizmann Institute has a collection of 
databases on molecules on-line. Yad Va- 
shem is in the first stages of computerizing 
Its archival holdings, library and testimony 
of survivors, although it has not yet deter- 
mined in what form they will be published. 

Haifa University recently announced that 
its guide to Israeli periodicals will, from 
now on, only be available on CD-Rom and 
on-line - it will no longer be published in 
book form. Zweig says that this "marks a 
turning point," and soon, he believes, the 
majority of academic work will be pub- 
lished solely in electronic form. 

Books do have a certain romantic and 
visceral appeal, Zweig admits, but “it can’t 
be denied that books gather dust, take up 
too much space, and they can’t be easily 
searched the way that material in your com- 




puter can be." 

C opyright laws and other media regula- 
tions, however, have not caught up with 
the rapidly developing technology. In fact, 
Internet seems to defy any kind of regulation. 

There is plenty of questionable material 
on the Net, including a service that offers to 
send Russian and Eastern European wom- 
en to Western men. The "merchandise" can 
be previewed: Photographs of the women 
are sent digitally over Internet. The women 
in these pictures are clothed, which is more 
than can be said for some of the pictures 
roving the Internet. Plenty of written por- 
nography is available as well. 

One recent Internet story captured wide- 
spread media interest in the US. An attor- 
ney saturated the Net with advertisements 
to assist non-Americans entering the US 


lottery for green cards. Using the explicitly 
noncommercial Internet wires for solicita- 
tion is a blatant breach of acceptable Inter- 
net (known as “Netiquette"). 

Thousands of complaints were registered 
against him, but since he broke no existing 
laws, no sanctions could be taken. The 
lawyer contended that the number of re- 
sponses to his ads were worth the hassle. 

Nussbacher says that the elements that 
make the Internet so exciting - its rapid 
change, expansion Bad incredible growth - 
are precisely the things that makes legislat- 
ing it so Incredibly difficult. 

“We who use the Internet today must 
realize we are still part of the experimental 
stages of something that will continue to 
grow and evolve," he says. “We should 
think of ourselves as the crash-test dummies 
of the information superhighway." ■ 


Electronic 

Emissary 

T he World Zionist Organization has never 
had the image of being on the cutting edge 
nf modern technology - but Eli Birnbaum is 
working to change that image. 

From his base in the student and 
academics department of the WZO. Birnbaum 
acts as something of an electronic emissary 
to (he world, feeding information and fielding 
questions from across the globe from those 
who want to visit or live here. 

Among the data bases and discussion 
groups he runs is a center coordinating all 
information concerning aliya. In addition to 
providing facts and figures on everything from 
visas to importing washing mnehines, 

Birnbnum maintains u group called “Tnchlis," 
which serves as an Informal support network 
and discussion group between potential dim 
and those already living in fsracl. 

“There used to be a joke: ‘If 1 made aliya 
three times, I’d finally gel it right.’ ” says 
Birnbaum. “Well this way at least we can 
help others not make our mistakes.” 

The electronic support group has gotten so 
friendly that Birnbaum Is preparing a face-to- 
face get-together in the autumn. 

In addition to aliya, Birnbaum also 
maintains lists which coordinate information 
on student programs available in Israel and 
Israel-related activities on various campuses. 

Birnbaum is a veritable on-line missionary 
and is working actively to computerize and 
“Internet-work” the entire Jewish Agency. 

He has also prepared and sent demonstration 
diskettes to the United Jewish Appeal and 
the Jewish National Fund, in an effort to get 
all major Jewish organizations accessible 
through Internet. 

The organized Jewish world, however, like 
all complicated bureaucracies, is not as quick 
as it might be adapting to new technology. 

“I really believe [Internet] will change the 
way we communicate,” says Birnbaum, "but It 
also means changing the way we work, 
something which many institutions are 
reluctant to do." - A.K.S,

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It’s a Doggie-Dog World 


Competition in the pet market now gives owners a chance 

to let their fingers do the walking.

Y ou needn’t worry about going to the 
dogs anymore. All you need is a 
phone, and the dogs can come to you. 
So can a python or a parrot. 

Both pets and pet foods are available 
through a new catalog shopping service 
called Oscar. The month-old business be- 
longs to Bradley Geppert, who moved to 
Ra’anana from a London suburb two years 
ago. Oscar is his dog, of course. 

I must confess it was the full color page 
offering snakes by phone order which con- 
vinced me that this shopping plan rated a 
writeup. No, you can’t order a pony or 
horse, but you can get a saddle, bridle, 
brushes and equine vitamin pills. 

For now, Oscar serves only the Greater 
Tel Aviv and Sharon areas. The distribution 
area will be expanded each time the catalog 
is reprinted - every three months, promises 
Geppert. “We intend to go national in 
about 18 months.” 

The catalog prices are guaranteed to stay 
in effect for three months. Orders are taken 
by phone, 09-421422, staffed on weekdays 
from 7 a.m. to 9 p.m. by humans, plus an 
answering machine for off-hours. 

Delivery is usually the same day, with 
payment in cash, check or credit card. 
There are installment prices for cosily 
items, such as parrots, pythons, aquariums

OSCAR CARRIES Vlrtually ever^ brand 
of pet food available In the market here. 

Its catalog lists 13 brands of dog food and 
eight of cat food, with several varieties of 
each. These include extra-nutritious food 
for growing pups and calorie-reduced meals 
for overweight pets. 

According to Geppert, about 60 percent 
of pet food is purchased in supermarkets 
and other grocery stores, the rest from pet 
shops or from “the fliers" - the term for 
small dealers who deliver by motorscooter 
with bags on their backs. Geppert says his 
prices can’t compete with those offered in 
the fliers. 

Oscar catalog prices are, however, con- 
sistently below the manufacturers’ and im- 
porters’ list prices; and Geppert says they 
we also below the actual prices in effect at 
pet shops and supermarkets. In addition, 
Oscar offers a discount on every third pur- 
chase a customer makes of the same item. 

For example, a 12-kilo bag of the coun- 
fry’s top-selling dry dog food (Dogli) has a 
fectory-recommended price of N1S 73. The 
Oscar service sells it for NIS 65, and the 
customer gets each third bag at the discount 
Price of NIS 55. 

. convenience of home-delivery makes 
U easy to take advantage of the giant econo- 
n® sacks of dog kibble that various brands 
Pffer. For cat owners, what is bulky to haul 
*s not the food, but the litter-box filler. 


most local pet shops keep animals. 

Geppert can supply any breed of pedi- 
greed puppy, with a certificate, direct from 
Uie bleeder. Prices range from about $200 for 
a tiny pinscher up to $2,500 for a mastino or 
a dogue de Bordeaux (the French equivalent 
of the English bull mastiff). 

Geppert says , he has sold nearly two 
dozen birds in less than a month in business. 
The cheapest are finches, from NIS 16.99 
each, while budgerigars (parakeets) are 
NJS 24 apiece, and love birds NIS 99.99 a 
'pair. A j*oko. ail African gray parrot, has a 
pricetag of NIS l,60d (in 18 payments of 
‘ NIS 92). He Bays there are “no Amazon 
parrots whatsoever," as export of this pro- 
tected species is forbidden. 

He has also sold two snakes thus far, both 
babies of a striped brown variety called 
obsolata. They cost NIS 80 apiece. They 
grow to over a meter in a year or so. 

The only snag, he says, is their diet. 
“They eat only live things.” The pet baby 
snake may start out with crickets and roach- 
es but a grown python can devour a couple 

of’ rabbits at a meal. Fortunately, snakes 
only need to be fed once a week or so. 
Snake owners traditionally buy live mice, 
rabbits and rats, from breeders or from a 
pet shop. If required, the Oscar service can 
supply live food for pet snakes. 

Geppert does not sell poisonous snakes, 
but warns that "all snakes will bite, and 
that pythons are constrictors that can 
squeeze a person to death. The catalog 
cau lio ns prospective buyers that albino py- 
thons grow to 12 meters. 

If all that doesn’t deter you, the price i may. 
The catalog lists a python at NIS 1,959, or 
NIS 108 a month for 18 months. 


latt, Dogli’s In-house veterinarian, who is 
American-born and Israeli-trained. 

Dogli-s menagerie consists of 15 dogs and 
20 cats of various ages and breeds. "We try 
to mimic a home environment," says Ro- 
senblatt. “The animals all have names, they 
have toys, we play with them and walk the 
dogs; they're our pets." 

New products are tested for performance 
(how it affects the animal's growth, appear- 
ance, and chemical analysis) and for pay- 
ability to the dogs. 

Dogli has adopted for itself the product 
standards and testing procedures of the 
American Association of Feed Control Of- 
fices (AAFCO), Rosenblatt says. 

Pet foods such as Dogli are getting so 
specialized that one needs a score-card to 
keep them straight. 

In the line of dog kibble, there is the basic 
Dogli, which Rosenblatt describes as "a 
complete balanced food" for adult dogs. 
Then there Is Dogli Plus which, he says, 
“tastes better to many dogs who are reluc- 
tant to eat dry food.” It contains more beef 
than chicken, and the beef is flaked on the 
outside of the pellets.

same bulk, because it is higher hi dietary 
fiber. 

Abroad, says Rosenblatt, there are even 
prescription diet foods for dogs with partic- 
ularly conditions, such as heart or kidney 
problems. 

The basic Dogli has almost the exact 
same list-price as that of the parallel basic 
Bonzo product. The specialty products cost 
more than the basic kibble, of course.

A newer variation, Dogli Dinner, “Is like 
a breakfast cereal," says Rosenblatt. It Is 
made of meat pellets plus cornflakes, wheat 
puffs and dried vegetables. It appeals espe- 
cially to those dog owners who like the idea 
of natural foods. "Most dogs love it," Ro- 
senblatt claims. 

Dogli Ourim (“Dogli Puppy") has a more 
concentrated formula to assure that grow- 
ing pups get all the calories, calcium, pro- 
tein and vitamins they need. It is also rec- 
ommended for bitches who are lactatlng or 
in the last trimester of pregnancy. 

Dogli Baby has the same puppy-food 
recipe, but comes in tiny , little pellets for 
puppies who are just being weaned. 

And finally, Dogli Lite Is for overweight 
dogs or those with a tendency to become 
overweight because of inactivity. It is lower

Bonzo also holds the distinction of being 
the only brand authorized to carry the em- 
blem of the Israel Standard's Institute on 
dry dog food. The manufacturers of Dogli 
say they do not bother applying for the 
Standard Institute's supervision for purely 
economic reasons. Both Bonzo find Dogli 
meet the standards needed to take part in 
array and government supply tenders. 

In cat food, Ma’abarot’s brand La-Ket 
outsells DogU's equivalent, Catli. The kib- 
butz firm makes the dry cat food, but im- 
ports the canned variety from Denmark. 
The six flavors of canned Bonzo dog food 
are also Imports. 

. The basic dry Bonzo comes in three sizes; 
the most popular is the medium 12-kilo bag 
for NIS 74. Bon Bonzo is a more economi- 
cal version. The newest release is Bonzo 
Gourmet, which marketing manager Arye 
KleJnhaus describes as a “much richer for- 
mula," with a higher price, of course. 

Other specialty products are Bonzo 
Ourim for puppies and Bonzo 2000, said to 
contain a natural substance which helps rid 
canines of worms. 

While Ma'abarot does not run its own 
research kennels. It has a staff nutritionist 
and an affiliated veterinarian. New recipes 
are tested at the kibbutz's kennels and at 
outside private kennels, including those of 
the Lot Animals Live organization, which 
Bonzo helps support. . 

All responsible producers agree that if 
you switch brands, dp it gradually, by mix- 
ing, in one-quarter, then one-half, . then 
three-quarters of the new brand with the 
old. Otherwise, the dog is apt to gel diar- 
rhea because of the change in diet. 1 |i

Municipal Ties 

The new City Hall complex bridges Jerusalem 
geographically and historically.

City hell's Blxth -storey observation deck surrounds the new building on three sides 
and offers a spectacular view of the city. But it Is open only to organized groups. 
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■ orly-eiglU palm trees grace the entrance 
Vto Jerusalem's new municipal complex, 
I opened in June 1993. Though this num- 

■ her may seem symbolic of the year Israel 
gained independence, the trees were planted 
simply to create a tranquil division between 
noisy Jaffa street and die quiet plaza. The 
municipality’s location, however, is signifi- 
cant, Situated directly on the seam that binds 
the two halves of the city, the complex is 
equally accessible to residen is of both eastern 
and western Jerusalem. 

A walk through the new complex and the 
adjacent Russian Compound offers a fasci- 
nating glimpse into the history of pre-stnte 
Jerusalem. Begin at the entrance to Snfra 
Square on Jaffa Rond. Ten million dollars 
of the total $100 million cost of this project 
were donated by the Snfra family and a 
grateful city hall bestowed the Safra name 
' on Its main plaza. . , 

Ideas for a city hall which would cen tral* 
- ize all of the municipal offices began circu- 
• . ; / , .lflMng during the *50s. Among the suggested 
locations were the Hyatt Garden on King 
George Street and several sites where ho- 
tels now stand. When Teddy Kollek be- 
came mayor tri 1965, a blueprint for estab- 
lishing city hall where the Sheraton Plaza 
Hotel stands today,, was almost complete. 
But Kollek fayqrfcdthe current site because

portent consideration. The ;riew complex is 
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six storeys high; a successful attempt at 
merging the new and the old, though with 
one of the most confusing underground 
parking lots I’ve ever encountered. 

All but one of the 11 early 20th-century 
buildings which surrounded the present site 
have been preserved and are in the process 
of being restored for municipal use. Only the 
onc&-grand French Consulate was torn down. 

Adjacent to the square is the Daniel Gar- 
den, also known as Gan Ha’ir, the small 
section that remains of Jerusalem’s oldest 
public garden, established ia 1892. It is 
named for Daniel Auster, who served as 
Jerusalem's first Jewish mayor after the es- 
tablishment of. the State of Israel. In its early 
years, the park hosted outdoor concerts 
performed by a Turkish orchestra conducted 
by a Russian Jew. Recently the park was ' 
restored somewhat to its former beauty, with 
benches and attractive lamps lining its walks'. 

Directly across the street stand two beau- 
tiful edifices. -Nos. 17 and 19 Jaffa Road . 
were constructed by the Armenjan Church 
in 1900 and 1901 on property purchased for 
commercial use.. Ornamental features' oh 
the long, elegant buildings Include the sym- 
bol of the Armenian Patriarchate, intricate 
balconies and graceful arches. 

. At one time the income tax office of the 
Mandatory government was housed here, 
making it a target for IZL forces in 1944. 
Already part of the municipal complex, the 
buildingsVsuperb facades are scheduled for 
restoration.

A new branch of the university opened in 
1958 in western Jerusalem, the Givat Rom 
campus of today. Until that time, however, 
university departments were scattered all 
over Jerusalem and the Zoology Depart- 
ment was transferred to this building. The 
street was called Yohanan Migush Halav, 



named for the famous Jewish command 
who defended Jerusalem against Rome u, 70 
CE. 

Though this building is well preserved 
the structure next door with the red-iikd 
roof is, architecturally, far more excitin® 
Known as Beit Bergheim. it now standsTt 
No. 6 Safra Square, and connects t 0 ifc 
adjacent edifice at No. 8 . Look for the scan 
between the two. 

Peter (Paul) Melville Bergheim was an 
apostate Jew from Germany who came to 
Jerusalem in the mid- 19th century. Nolody 
did he build a splendid house for his family 
in 1882, he also established the first bank in 
Jerusalem and, as a businessman, was in- 
strumental in creating the basis for the city's 
modern commerce. 

Financial difficulties forced the sale of 
this house in 1890 and after Bergheim did, 
his business foundered and the bank went 
bankrupt. Henrietta Szold - founder of Ha- 
dassah nnd the director of Youth Aliya-set 
up her first offices in the building in (be 
'30s; later it and the fabulous edifice behind 
it were sold to a Christian Arab by the name 
of Daruty. 

The Bible House, No. 8 Safra Square, 
was built by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society in 1926 and has been restored toits 
former glory. Missing Armenian tiles and 
woodwork have been replaced and tbe 
dome, which once held the New Testament 
in n place of honor, lias been restored. 
Veteran Jerusalemites may recall that dur- 
ing the Mandate period the showcase was 
covered with purple velvet and illuminated 
by electric lights. 

AT A RIGHT angle to the Bible House is a 
slightly darker building, established in 1930 
and until recently Jerusalem’s main city hall 
Engraved 011 the original cornerstone are the 
words “Municipal Offices. This stone was 
laid by Sir Steuart Spencer Davis..." 

At that time, the mayor of Jerusalem was 
Raghcb Bey cl Nasliashibi. Despite the fact 
that the city consistently had a Jewish ma- 
jority during the Mnndnte period, the Brit- 
ish appointed only Moslem mayors. Money 
for the construction of the older municipal- 
ity was donated by Barclay’s Bank, once 
Ibcnted in the circular portion of tills build- 
ing and facing the Old City walls. 

Walk around the corner to the former 
bank site. Numerous holes in the facade are 
the result of shells fired during the Indepen- 
dence nnd Six Day wars, as well as by 
Jordanian snipers in the intervening yean- 
City fathers have chosen to leave this wall 
untouched as a reminder of Jerusalems 
turbulent history. 

Now return to the old municipality buiW- 
ing and look for a second cornerstone, inis 
one from 1988 and signifying the beginning 
of the new municipal project. This building 
is also slated for restoraton. 

Only a small portion of the facade that 
belonged to the Pale Hotel at the eastern 
end of the street still remains intact, u 16 
hotel was a fixture in the city as far back® 
1882, when it was recommended to tounsra 
in a Jerusalem guidebook. It closed down a 
the beginning of the century. .

If you look from here toward city hall you 
will see bluish-gray metal gratings which 
bland out on the windows. These are called 
mushrabiya and are an oricntnl element very 
common in Jerusalem’s Arab neighorboods. 
Generally made out of wood, as well as being 
decorative, they permit women to gaze out- 
side without being seen by passersby. Rows 
of red and white stones in the facade were 
common in Mameluke architecture and add 
warmth to the new structure. 

Climb the square’s platform to get a 
good view of the splendid, restored Russian 
consulate immediately across from where 
you are standing. It was originally con- 
structed during the mid-19th century and 
today is No. 2 Safra Square. Below the 
platform, which will be used for outdoor 
performances, are dressing rooms which 
will be accessible by way of descending 
spiral staircases below the floor. 

Now pass through impressive green doors 
and enter city hall. Once inside, gaze at the 
ceiling, but don't bother counting the points 
on the star above your heads: what you see 
is not a Star of David but simply a pretty 
decoration. 

Jerusalemites will become familiar with 
only the first two floors of the building, where 
they can pay city taxes and water bills. The 
rest of the municipality houses offices, includ- 
ing the sixth-floor council chamber and the 
rooms of Mayor Ehud Olmert and Ills vice- 
mayors. A sixth-storey observation deck that 
surrounds the building on three sides and 
offers a superlative view of the city is open 
only to organized groups. 

COMPLETE YOUR outing with a visit to 
the Russian Compound, adjacent to the 
municipal complex. In I860, as the Jews 
began moving into the first neighborhood 
outside the city walls, the Russian Ortho- 
dox Church began expanding its influence 
in the Holy Land. A large parcel of land 
purchased on the Turkish cavalry’s parade 
grounds and horse-training site is today 
known as the Russian Compound. 

Tbe first building you see when you exit 
Onto the square is a dilapidated but interest- 
ing structure directly across from city hall. 
Designed in a style described as “Russian 
Renaissance," it was built in 1863 and 
served as a hospital for Russian pilgrims 
and others connected to the church. In the 
Mandate period, the building housed an 
army hospital and since 1948 has been part 
of the Health Ministry: It will be the last 
structure to be restored and added to the 
municipal complex. 

To your right stands a magnificent Russian 


cathedral with green domes, inaugurated in 
1872. It was perhaps inevitable that during 
the Cold War the church's continually chang- 
ing priests were widely suspected of working 
for the KGB. Just past the former hospital is 
a long building which was originally a hospice 
and today holds court rooms and the offices 
of the Russian religious delegation. 

In front of the cathedral is a mammoth 
column, lying within a shallow pit and sur- 
rounded by an iron fence. Chiseled out 
during the late Second Temple period at a 
quarry that was active on this site, the col- 
umn was apparently cracked by a stone- 
mason and abandoned here. Its dimensions 
correspond to descriptions of the pillars 
which stood in the Temple. 

Built in 1864, the deteriorating jailhousc 
next to the police department at one time 
hosted up to 300 Russian pilgrims. And at 
the western end of the compound, on the 
other side of the street, you can see the tall, 
round tower that is part of the striking 
Sergei building (Russian prince Sergei was 
murdered in 1905 by Bolshevik rebels). 
Once open to visiting Russian aristocracy, 
today it houses the Agriculture Ministry 
and the Society for the Protection of Nature 
in Israel's Jerusalem offices. 

Parallel to and below the cathedral is the 
long, low white structure which originally 
served as a Russian hospice for women 
pilgrims. With the advent of the British 
Mandate it was turned into the Palestine 
Central Prison holding, among its inmates, 
members of the three Jewish underground 
movements. Today it is the Museum of 
Underground Prisoners (see box). 

Acts of resistance against the British in- 
creased in the mid-’4Gs, and in 1946 Ihe 
British turned the Russian Compound and 
its neighboring streets - after expelling shop 
owners and residents - into a fortified ghet- 
to surrounded by barbed wire. Locally the 
area was known as Bevingrad, for the un- 
popular British foreign minister who ruth- 
lessly turned Holocaust survivors away 
from Palestine’s shores. 

Portions of the barbed wire still remain as 
do the concrete cones known as "dragons' 
teeth,” which the British hoped would keep 
armored vehicles out of Bevingrad. Look 
for them as you descend the path between 
city hall and the compound on your way to 

the museum. , . 

Special tours of the municipal complex 
are being offered, free of charge, on Jerusa- 
lem Day. Guides will lead tours In Hebrew 
and English between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. 
Meet by the palm trees on the square. ■

In the Clink 

O n April 21 . 1947, only a few hours before IZL’s Meyer Fcinslein and Lehi's 
Moshe Barazani were to be executed, the two young men blew themselves up 
with a hand grenade. The grenade had been smuggled into the boys' cell at their 
request inside an orange. Anything, they had decided, was preferable to being 
hanged by the British. . 

Effectively hidden away within a low, white building at the bottom of the Russian 
Compound nnd overshadowed by the new municipal complex, the structure in which 
hundreds of resistance fighters were incarcerated during the Mandate period is 
undergoing a radical change. Until recently it was called the Hall of Heroism and 
contained a few memorials nnd the jail’s gallows. Today it houses the Museum of 
Underground Prisoners and there are plans for more ambit fous exhibits. 

Director Yehuda Achi-Miriam and his creative, albeit minuscule, staff have 
already begun work on the project. When completed, the museum will offer not only 
a harrowing picture of life in the prison, but also an accurate and enlightening 
insight into Jerusalem during the British Mandate period. «... 

The original 19th-century structure had to be renovated when the Bnlish turned 
the hostel into a prison in 1918: Shaped like the letter “E’\ It has one very long 
Corridor and three shorter halls yidthwise along one side. With the exception of 
solitary confinement, cells in the made-over prison were roomy and the barred, 
barbed-wire-covered windows let in plenty of sun. 

A reconstructed cell is filled with the mats on which prisoners slept, as well ns 
buckets, clothes, tin cups find wooden thongs; a second contains the bopkslielves and 
metal bedframes which indicated special treatment. Restoration of the infirmary is 
faithful down to the last detail , including crutches and.medicirie bottles. The 
storeroom has been perfectly recreated and in the bakery egg cartons are.pded 
carelessly oh a table os If their contents had just been removed.

FIMA by Amos Oz, translated by Nicholas 
De Lange. Harcourt Brace and Company. 
New York, 322 pp. S22.

S ince the appearance of the much-ac- 
claimed My Michael. Amos Oz has 
been hailed - and spoiled - by critics 
(the late Baruch Kurzwcil was a rare 
exception) and readers alike. His books, 
whether novels or essays, have been imme- 
diate best -sellers, Oz, with his flair for pub- 
lic relations, and an oft-quoted spokesman 
for Peace Now, has become a media figure 
in Israeli life. It is no surprise that he is the 
most translated Israeli writer today. 

Amos Oz is, no doubt, one of our finest 
contemporary writers. His language is su- 
perb, with a beauty of its own. Pew other 
writers have such a mastery of the language. 
His knowledge of English is also perfect, 
and he works closely with his excellent 
translator, Nicholas De Lange, often debat- 
ing every word and sentence. 

Fima was published in Hebrew in 1991 as 
The Third Condition, and its English ver- 
sion has appeared recently. 

Fima, Efrnim Nomberg Nisan, is long 
divorced. He lives in a filthy two-room flat 
in Kiryat Hayovel, which his father, Ba- 
ruch, bought him in the early Sixties, when 
he married Yncl. Fima is an indolent slob, 
and - in Yacl’s words, - a clown. He works 
• in the afternoons as a receptionist in a gyne- 
cological clinic, where two sadistic doctors 
perform abortions and other torture on 
helpless women. The guilt-ridden Fima 
does his best to comfort the victims. 

The rest of his lime he spends pestering 
his friends and Yael (who has a nine- year- 
old son, Dirai, an albino, from her second 
marriage) with endless phone-calls, visits 
and aggressive political harangues, advocat- 
ing peace between Arabs and Jews and 
unconditional withdrawal from the territo- 
ries, He does, or does not, seduco faded, 
forsaken women, wives of friends or aban- 
doned by their husbands. He dreams about 
a new government, that he himself will 
choose, which can set the country on the 
right track. He plans articles for newspa- 
pers, He goes for long walks. But mostly, 
disgusted with himself, he moves aimlessly 
around his dirty flat, where even a cock- 
roach can die from the dirt, opening and 
closing the refrigerator, changing or not 
changing dirty underwear and sweaty 
sheets. 

He has behind him several love affairs, a 
degree in history, and a promising book of 
poems, written in his youth* But now, in his 
early fifties, he lives a humiliating exis-

His close friendd are a bleak bunch of 
bloodless academics - about the same age 
of Fima - and Oz himself - childless, lack- 
ing belief in religion or in the state, writing 
mediocre papers about other people’s 
Ideas, changing women, traveling abroad, 
only interested in themselves and their cro- 
nies - as they grow older in comfort. 

The only colorful character in the story, a 
man of flesh and blood, foil of life and 
enterprise, is Fima’s 82-year-old father, Bo- 
ris Baruch Nomberg. Product of a Central 
European background and culture, he is the 
owner of a big cosmetics factory. A very 
wealthy man, living in an elegant Rehavia 


apartment, he stuffs Fima with banknotes, 
whenever he visits him. He is a compulsive 
Idler of Hassidic tales, entertaining women 
wth tea and liquor, and he is a generous 
philanthropist, supporting innumerable 
causes. He also has a huge library. In short, 
a man of culture and action, who loves the 
good life with its materialistic pleasures, 
never losing his admiration for the values of 
the old German professors who used to 
walk the streets of Rehavia. He loves Fima 
and Dimi. He loves to help others. “Leben 
und leben lassen."

The first .100 pnges of the novel are rene- 
titious and generally dreary, as they recount 
some five days in Fima’s life. The Iasi 25 
pages redeem the book: on page 297 Bs- 
ruch dies suddenly, and Fima undergoes a 
complete metamorphosis. Transformed 
into a man of action, firm, dignified deci- 
sive and commanding, he is the master of 
the situation. From a cockroach he has be- 
come his father; Kafka in reverse! 

Baruch has left all his belongings -cscept 
a house that is inherited by his "grandson’' 
Dimi - to his only son, Fima. (Baruch has 
even bought a burial place for Fima, next to 
his own, not in the cemetery where the 
mother was buried.) 

Fima happily takes over the empire, the 
fortune and its vast responsibilities. "Seal- 
ed in his father’s armchair... covered with 
red leather... looking as though it were 
made of raw flesh. ..” "Without thinking, he 
banged twice on the floor with the silver- 
handled cane" ... "like a royal scepter." 
"...Fima suddenly put on his father's winter 
coat.” Next morning at eight, before the 
funeral, he plnns to go to the factory "...and 
put himself in the picture.” 

As memories of childhood and youth 
flow back, Fima feels, he has come home. 
He parts with his former life of idleness, hh 
dreams and good intentions, losing interest 
in his friends and their political discussions. 

i The responsibility of living here, between 
past and future, becomes clear to Fima. All 
of a sudden he has so much to learn and do. 
At the end of the book, huddled in his 
$ father’s overcoat, seeing a movie, Fima asks 
9 himself: "...why on earth the characters in 
3 the film kept inflicting nil sorts of agonies 
and indignities on each other. What was it 
that kept them from taking pity on each 
other occasionally? .... if they wanted to feel 
at home, they ought to leave each other 
alone, and themselves loo. And try to be 
good. At least as far as possible... Be good, 
but in what sense? The question seemed 
like sopliistry. Because everything was real- 
ly so simple.,, and he fell asleep in his seat." 

This may be a study of a certain social 
group, but there is always a risk that ihe 
description of anemic characters, dull lives 
and missed opportunities may assume simi- 
lar qualities. It may be no coincidence that 
Dimi, the only offspring of Fima’s crowd, is 
an albino, whereas even his father’s arm- 
chair looks like raw flesh. 

And, if Fima himself loses interesl in his 
former life and friends, are not we, his faith- 
ful readers, permitted to do the same? ■

The pieces in his The Bread of Time are a 
series of experiments in remembering rath- 
er than a whole organized act of memory. 

In suggesting the present simultaneity of 
discrete past Images, Levine sometimes In- 
troduces bits that don’t very clearly fit. He 
can strut his blue collar, as in his mockery of 
a young academic who "pranced before us 
reading some sprightly little paper for 
■Notes and Queries.’ ” He prefers bowling, 
he lets us know. 

His wandering method works perfectly, 
though, in his portrait of his mother. She 
lived in Europe for a while, worked for 
yeara and in near-poverty in Detroit to raise 
her children and, when they were grown, 
skipped to California. Philip visits her when 
she Is 80; she is sardonic and free. She 
shows an odd. familiarity with the Italian 
poel Gabriele d’Annunzlo - Levine pauses 
to wonder if he could be his father — and 
translates one of his poems for him. “It’s a 
lot worse than it sounds,” she assures him.

After sketching in mannered professor 
who taught him James Joyce at college, 
LeviiTe touches upon various aspects of his 
own life and his growing sense of aging.

Levine's young passion for the Spanish 
Republic led liim to spend a sabbatical, 
years later, in Barcelona. He evokes the 
mld-'60s when the Franco regime still op- 
pressed, but with a shaky hand. There is a 
wonderful encounter with two members of 
the once-feared Gua rdja Civil taking refuge 
from the rain in a, bar. One of them showed , . „ ■ 
Levine n cork stuck in the muzzle or his 
carbine to keep the Water out , and launched ' 
into a sardonic political skit: “This is what . 
they' have, given me to defend the sacred 
shores of Spain from the Communist fleet. 1 
haven't a chance. The string on the cork is 
broken; one shot and I’m through." . ■

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TURN ME ON, DEAD MAN: The Complete 
Story of the Paul McCartney Death Hoax by 
Andru J. Reeve. Ann Arbor, Popular

P aul McCartney has been dead since 
November 9, 1966, killed in a car 
crash and replaced by look-alike Wil- 
liam Campbell in the most elaborate 
pop hoax of all time. This rumor firet began 
in the fall of 1969, when dues allegedly 
planted by the Beatles themselves began to 
be uncovered. 

As the Beatles cross Abbey Road, Paul is 
holding n cigarette in his right hand (the 
real Paul was fnmously left-handed J. The 
license of a VW “Beetle” in the background 
rends "281F" - the age Paul would hnvc 
heen that year... if he had lived! 

Or lake the Sgt. Pepper's Lonely Hearts 
Chib Band cover. It includes a foreground 
flower arrangement (beside a grave!) that 
looks like both a “P" and a left-handed bass 
guitar, and an open-handed palm above 
Paul's head (an Eastern blessing for some- 
one about to receive a religious burial). 

Or those unsettling audio clues: the distort- 
ed voice saying “I buried Paul" at the end of a 
slowed down "Strawberry Fields Forever." 
And there’s that weirdest of incitements; 
"Turn me on, dead man" which can be heard 
when the words “number nine" in “Revolu- 
tion 9" arc plnyed backward. 

Spooky, no? 

Now you can relive those yesterdays in 
Turn Me On, Dead Man. The 218-page 
book uncovers the origins and evolution of 
eveuis in the fall of 1969, when rumors of 
McCartney’s death were the bizarre obses- 
sion of the media. 

Reeve, ironically, was only seven in 1969 
and doesn't remember the original buzz. 
But he came across a two-page account of 
those weird events in the late Nicholas 
Schaffner’s 1977 book. The Beatles Forever. 

When he started on the bock in 1988, 
Reeve was working nt Biznet while spend- 
ing most of his free time researching at the 
Library of Congress and interviewing key 
figures involved in the "hoax,” particularly 
Detroit deejay Russ Qibb, who first fielded 
phone calls about the rumor, and Universi- 
ty of Michigan grad Fred LaBour, whose 
lengthy "exposfi" in the October 14 Michi- 
gan Daily is considered the catalyst for 
much of the madness thnt followed. 

McCartney himself, Reeve recounts, 
never quite knew how to handle the rumors 
of his death, shifting from initial “No com- 
ments" to typically flippant replies like 
Don't even feel under the werither!" 
McCartney also said of the impostor Camp- 
bell: "Splendid... he can deal with John." 

Reeve also pinpoints a possible starting 
point for the Paul Is Dead rumor: musician 
and Grand Funk Railroad manager Terry 
Knight and his 1969 single, 1 “Saint Paul." 
Usually thought of as a hoax-fueled novel- 
ty, this very strange song actually came out 
in May 1969 - five months before Ihe first 
article oh the subject appeared in the cam- 
pus paper at Iowa’s Drake University. 
Mote mysteriously, "Saint Paul” is the only 
Knight composition administered by Mac- 
len Music - McCart ney ap'd Lennon's exclu- 
sive publishing company! • ; ; 

“That's my original contribution" to ' . 
hoax history, says Reeve. 

Reeve’s research pulls all this and much 

more information together, with a back-of- 
thc-book nod (o. other Beatles rumors and 
an Index with more' than 70 clues (and 
analysis), . B

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READING FROM 
RIGHT TO LEFT

■vi Yannai, presently director-general of 
m the Ministry of Science and the Arts, is 
g one of the country's most original and 
Mhvidc-ranging thinkers. For many years 
he was editor of IBM Israel's private maga- 
zine, Mahshavoi ("Thoughts"), renowned 
for its high standard. Now he has published 
Be’ikvot Hamahshavot ("Following the 
Thoughts, on (he Universe, on Nature, and 
on Man”) with a relatively new publisher, 
Poetika, Tuvi Sofer. 

While Yannai's subtitle appears to be 
quite pretentious, in fact, lie delivers every- 
thing (hat it promises. His thoughtful writ- 


symbolic aspects of human existence. 

Although this book is addressed to 
adults, it is also accessible to intelligent and 
curious teenagers. My 14-year-old son, by 
no means a science freak, was attracted by 
the dramatic cover, picked it up and was 
soon deeply immersed in it. 

In an interesting conversation with the 
publisher, Tuvi Sofer, I learned that Yannai 
was initially resistant to publishing this col- 
lection of articles that have already ap- 
peared in periodicals. Sofer refused to take 
no for an answer. Once Yannai agreed to 
publish the articles, those which had ap- 
peared in the 1970s had to be brought up to 
date, Yannai also reshaped the articles, em- 
phasizing the connections between them. 
The result is an excellent work which is now 
going into its third printing. My only com- 
plaint is that it contains no bibliography. 

YANNAI IS not an academic, and he does 
not write for specialists in his field. Moshe 
Idel, by contrast, is quintcssentially aca- 
demic, a professor of Kabbala at the He- 
brew University, and writes dense prose 
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ing about science is on the level of Stephen 
Jay Gould’s: clear, entertaining, deep, well- 
informed, and well-focused. 

His book begins with a section entitled 
"Consciousness," which leadsirom the ques- 
tion of whether or not (he minds of animals 
are similar to human minds, to issues of the 
relation between human consciousness and 
the nature of the universe. Other sections 
deal with evolution, with the connection be- 
tween esthetic judgment and natural selec- 
tion, and with artificial intelligence. 

The final section, which contains articles 
about literature and the cinemn, provides 
fascinating information from a vast rhnge of 
scientific knowledge (animal behavior, cyber- 
netics, relativity and quantum mechahieS, 
physical anilinopology 4 (o name just a few). 
More important, they demonstrate and ex- 
emplify scientific thinking!: an objective; ra- 
tional , empirical approach to the world ~ 
which is not to say that Yannai is dogmatical- 
ly insensitive to the subjective, irrational and 


about arcane subjects. His most recent 
book is Abraham Abulafla, Lashon, Torn 
Vthermenoitlka (“Language, Tore and 
Hermeneutics in Abraham AbuJafia") the 
second in a series of Idel’s works on Kabba- 
la published by Schocken. . 

Like GCrshom Scholem, founder of the 
modern study of Kabbala, to whom this 
book is dedicated, Idel has become an inter, 
national intellectual celebrity because of his 
work a development which might seem 
puzzling, given the obscurity of the material 
he deals with.

KABBALISM LEADS us to Safed, where a 
community of mystics thrived during the 16th 
century. Abraham David, a senior researcher 
’ at the Notional Library, has written a detailed 
study of that period: Aliya Vehityashm 
Be’eretz Yisrael Bemea HaTet-Zayin ("Im- 
migration and Settlement in the Land of 
Israel in the 16th Century"), published by 
Rubin Mass. Two major events of the late 
15th and early 16th centuries led to rapid 
growth in Jewish settlement in the Land oi 
Israel: the Expulsion from Spain and later 
Portugal, and the displacement of the Mame- 
lukes by the Ottomans, who accorded the 
Jews increased freedom and autonomy. 

David’s book , based on years of painstak- 
ing archival research, presents the general 
historical background as well as detailed 
studies of Jewish life in Jerusalem and S*- 
fed. It concludes with 60 pages of short but 
heavily annotated biographies of the rabbis 
of ihe Land of Israel at that time, arranged 
in alphabetical order. 

WHILE ARCHIVISTS peruse documents, 
archeologists lay bare the physical remains 
of settlement here. Avanim Gedolot Mia 
Hashamayim (“Big Stones out of the Sky, 
Skylinc/Archeology”), published by the 
Defense Ministry, is a breathtaking collec- 
tion of aerial photographs of what the ar- 
cheologists have found. The photographs 
are by Dubi Tal, and the pilot was Moni 
Hnramaii - a follow-up of their successful 
book on Jerusalem. 

This time the text is written by Ron! 
Reich. The sites are presented in chrono- 
logical order, from prehistoric and Bronze 
Age ruins through the Israelite, Second 
Temple, Roman, Byzantine, Early Mos- 
lem, Crusader and Late Moslem periods In 
photographs that are both beautiful and 
highly informative. 

Tal chose exactly the right time of day to 
work in, when the angle of the sun brings 
out all the details. Some of the pictures are 
taken from quite close, while others nre 
taken from a distance to convey a feeling of 
the surrounding topography. 

A REPRESENTATIVE of the publisher 
Yaron Golan called me to register a polite 
protest about my language in an earlier 
column, where I described bis policy of 
bringing books out freely, regardless of 
their commercial prospects, thus allowing 
the reading public to make up its own miw 
as to whether they are worth reading. 

To pursue this policy, Golan generally 
requires authors to subsidize their books. In 
large countries with big publishing compa- 
nies, an operation like Golan’s would be 
called a vanity press and looked upon dis- 
dainfully. Here, however, he is far from the 
only publisher to operate in this fashion. 

In my column I called the other commer- 
cial publishers "respectable,” putting the 
Word in inverted commas to show that 1. 
meant it ironically, for obviously Golan is as 
respectable as the other publishers, and every 
book must be judged on its own merils, 
regardless of who paid to have it published. ■ ,

Y ou don't know anything about what 
Norman Podhoretz called Making It 
until you've found yourself - however 
marginally - in the Groves of Aca- 
deme, lazing about in the shade and think- 
ing of your former schoolmates slaving 
away in a sweatshop. Unfortunately, in the 
Forties, the Burnham Scale paid lecturers 
leu than the wages earned by raincoat- 
machinists, trousermakers and 
uoderpressers. 

Nevertheless, the status, the sheer yichus, 
was sufficient compensation - and. long after 
I'd swapped the Burnham Scale for unpaid 
labor in a collective settlement in Galilee, 
one academic institution in Florence contin- 
ued to preface my name with il professore on 
their envelopes.

Bayles subscribes, in fact, to the generally 
accepted view that the Beatles’ Rubber Soul, 
Chuck Berry’s Golden Decade , Elvis Pres- 
ley’s Sun Session and Bob Dylan’s Blonde on 
Blonde are worthy additions to the canon.

the dwindling band of British journalists 
who can read joined-up writing. In a widely 
discussed article, Ignatieff contemptuously 
dismissed films that "reduce narrative to 
the sequential destruction of things,” arid 
songs that “reduce the subtleties of desire 
to the simple brutalities of sex." 

Oddly enough, Keats himself seems to 
have foreseen the advent of pop in a letter 
he wrote to his brothers in 1818. "There's 
nothing stable in the world" he com- 
plained, "uproar’s your only music.” 

THAT IAN Hamilton, the editor of the 
Oxford Companion to Twentieth Century 
Poetry in English, prizes humor is evident 
from his entry on Nissim Ezekiel, the Bnei 
Israel poet, whose published works include 
"Very Indian Poems In Indian English” and 
" Goodbye Party for Miss Pushpa T.S." 

This suggests one reason for his inclusion 
of Bob Dylan. If this la (he case, Hamilton 
has unaccountably missed out Queen Eliza- 
beth’s cousin. Martin Lascelles, wlio usually 
composes jingles for Weetabix and other con- 
sumables, came within one place of die Top 
40 on the charts last year with a memorable 
lyric. I would have expected something ten- 
derly Ironical or playfoUy spontaneous in the 
best tradition of vers de soddtd but Martin's 
work was, well, more economical: 

Oh secret love, wooah wooah, 
l want to spend the night with you. 

Oh secret love, wooah wooah. 

Tell me what you want to do. 

Good, eh? And he’s only 31. 

WHEN MALCOLM. McLaren, the rather 
sinister Pop music entrepreneur, first Jienrd 
a track by the New York Dolls he realized 
that "it was so awful that it crashed through 
the qthef side into magnificence," I can 
understand this perverted taste for the out- 
rageously Incompetent for as n callow youth 
- and, believe me, they didn’t come any 
cailower - I never missed the weekly ama- 
teur night at Manchester's Roxy Theatre. 


However, I never fell into the trap of equat- 
ing impassioned incompetence with true 
art, as some with-it critics do today or Al- 
gernon Moncreiff does in Act 1, Scene 1 of 
The Importance of Being Earnest: 

“I don’t play accurately - anyone can 
play accurately,” Algernon tells his manser- 
vant, “but I play with wonderful 
expression.” 

Until fairly recently (Alex Wilder, who 
wrote the scholarly American Popular Snug. 
put the cut-off date at 195U), composers, 
lyricists and performers had ample opportu- 
nity to demonstrate their craftsmanship, if 
not outright genius. Louis Armstrong, for 
example, earned the highest praise from an 
unimpeachable source, the composer Virgil 
Thomson, who marveled at the way Saldino 
combined “the highest reaches or instrumen- 
tal virtuosity with the most spontaneous emo- 
tional expression." 

Louis Armstrong's virtuosity hns been 
replaced by the “drum” machine’s pulse, 
electronically emitted by a synthesizer in- 
stead of a drummer or bass-player, for ex- 
ample, and by recycled "feedback,” the 
sustained distorted shrieking with high har- 
monic overtones that is the result of the 
electro-magnetic pickups on guitars receiv- 
ing both the player's input and the noise 
that issues from the amplifiers. 

Another substitute for talent, one thnt 
would fuddle the fans (who according to 
Frank Zappa, "wouldn't know good music 
if it bit them in the ass”), was once ex- 
plained by Peter Townshend. "When The 
Who first started,” he admitted, “I couldn't 
play so I used to make up visually for what I 
lacked as a musician. 1 used to jump about 
and the guitar became unimportant.” 
Whenever I'm subjected, even inadver- 
tently, to this sort of torment I manage to 
derive some sort of comfort from George 
Bernard Shaw’s claim that "Hell is full of 
musical amateurs." 

SHAW MAY have had a word for it but 
many lyricists become curiously tongue-tied 
when it comes to fitting the words to the 
music. I have in mind such deathless verse 
as a Rick Dees masterpiece that got to No. I 
in 1976: 

Disco disco duck 
Disco disco duck 

Try your tuck '■ 

Don’t be a chick. 

I can hardly imagine that those responsi- 
ble for this drivel, had heard, of feminine, 
masculine, double, triple, internal, head, 
near, eye, or apocapated rhymes before 
they embarked on their task nor are they 
particularly successful nt matching words to 
music. In TTie Poets of Tin Pan Alley, Philip 
Furia once showed how a consummate pro 
like Ira Gershwin managed a perfect fit with 
his brother’s music despite apparently insu- 
perable obstacles: 

After a sequence of 10-syllable-nlternat- 
ing-with-^cven-syllable lines, he sprang a 
surprise ending: 

They all laughed when Edison recorded ' 
(10 syllables again) / Sound (just one sylla- 
■’ ble instead of the expected Seven).

Gershwin predicted the way things Would , 
turn opt. In Delicious, a 1931 movie; ho 
provided lEI Brcndel with a lyric to explaiu 
to Janet Gaynor just how a song is written:

Blah b(ah blah blah, croon
